Two state assistant attorneys 
general went to police headquar- 
tera here yesterday and began 
checking a long list of St, Louis 
county deputy sheriffs and spe- 
cial. deputies to determine how 
many have police records. 

The list included names of 67 
regular deputies now employed 
by -Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley, 
who has been the chief target of 
criticism in the investigation of 
the breakdown of law enforce- 
ment, and more than 150 other 
persons holding special commis- 
sions as oe. the Post- 
Dispatch was told. 

The special deputies include 
chiefs of police of some of the 
coumy 8 96 municipalities, city 

village patrolmen, and 
watchmen employed by some 
communities. All those receiving 
commissions must be approv 
by the county’s four circuit 
judges, but this action usually is 
a routine matter. 

. Some Records. 

It is known that some deputies 
and, a number of officers of 
county municipalities have police 
records, some with serious of- 
fenses. 

The check of police records 
began several hours after Attor- 
ney General John M. Dalton 
charged that his investigators 
have uncovered evidence of mis- 
usé. of power by same county

Information gath- 
ered by them will be assembled 
at tomorrow's meeting to com- 
plete the picture of what has 
been described as a breakdown 
of law enforcement in the county. 

Mosley, Wallach Criticized. 

secuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach, along with Mosley, has 
been the object of sharp criti- 
*cism in the expanding investiga- 
tion. 

In addition to prosecuting any 
persons with police power guilty 
of misusing it, the Attorney Gen- 
eral said, he will endeavor “to 
eliminate people guilty of being 
derelict of duty in allowing these 
conditions.” 

The cleanup of the county 
should be followed by some pro- 
gram which would prevent a 
recurrence of the police-in-poli- 
tics ‘evil, Dalton said, and this 
should be by changes in the 
law-enforcement setup.

About 2660 a have | 
been towed away ior ignoring 
no-parking signs since the po- 
lice tow-away service for errant 
motorists began in April, it was 
reported yesterday. 

David F. Berg, owner of the 
Nelson Service Co., which has 
a contract for Police Depart- 
ment’s towing needs, said an in- 
crease in the towing and storage 
charge, in effect since July 15, 
has made the operation “fairly 
profitable.” 

The tow-away total indicates 
the Nelson firm has collected 
about $15,000 in charges, less 
charges of other towing firms 
which have taken a fraction of 
the load on “heavy days.” Such 
“farming out” of work has aver- 
aged less tham 10 per cent of 
the total, Berg said. 

Owners now may redeem their 
machines after paying a parking 
fine plus a garage charge of 
$6.68, including $6 for towing 
50 cents for a day’s storage and 
18 cents for transportation tax. 
Former rate was $5 for towing, 
50 cents for storage and 25 cents 
for transportation tax and in- 
surance. Berg said he now bears 
the 7-cent insurance cost.

the Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee restored more than $500,- ' 


000,000 that had been cut out 
by the House. 


All told the House had slashed 
$1,100,000,000 from the $5,138,- 
000,000 the President requested. 

The Senate group restored 
$123,975,811 of new funds and 
$424,654,212 of old funds. This 
would allow spending -of $548,- 
630,023 more than the House 
voted, if the Senate committee’s 
decision should be upheld by 
Senate and House. 

(The United Press said the 


Senate committee voted to add | P° 


an amendment earmarking at 
least $100,000,000 for purchase 
of@surplus United States farm 
commodities by overseas allies. 
This nation, accept pay- 
ment in foreign currencies and 
use the proceeds overseas for 
purposes of the mutual security 
program.) 

Along with increases, the Sen- 
ate committee made several de- 
creases from amounts voted by 
the House. Largest was a $100,- 
000,000 slash in the $400,000,000 
the House had allowed for mu- 
tual defense financing to France 
for carrying on the Indochina 
war. 

The big bill will be brought 
up in the Senate early next week 
and after passage there then 
must go back to the House for 
consideration of Senate changes. 

Up te Conferees. 

Usually a Senate-House con- 
ference committee has the final 
say, subject to later approval by 
both branches of Congress. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, acting chairman, con- 
firmed that the Appropriations 
Committee defeated on a 7-7 tie 
vote an effort of Senator Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, to 
penalize nations getting aid if 
they traded with Red China or 
other Soviet-controlled areas in 
Asia. 

Ferguson said McCarthy asked 
' the group to vote that “it is the 
sense of the committee” that na- 
tions engaging in such trade 
shail have sums equal to the 
transactions deducted from their 
United States aid. 
| McCarthy earlier told re- 
| porters that he had been de- 
fasted on a tie vote but would 
offer his proposals later on the 
Senate floor. 

The foreign aid bill is de- 
signed to give military and eco- 
nomic aid to friendly foreign na- 
tions to strengthen them against 
any Soviet aggression. 

Testimony, taken some time 
ago by the Appropriations com- 
mittee, revealed today that some 
Senators complained that the 
Korean war has been financed 
by a shuffling of 1.0.U.’s among 
government agencies and that 
Congress didn’t have much say 
‘about the money.

MOSCOW (Sunday) July 26 
(AP)—The propaganda chiefs of 
Russia’s Communist party de- 


clared today its prime concern 
must now be peace and the 
“maximum satisfaction of the 
constantly growing ‘demands of 
the Soviet people.” 

The pledge was contained in 
a lengthy, significant document 
put out by the Soviet news 
agency Tass and published in 
leading Moscow newspapers. 
The statement gave a historical 
survey of the Communist party 
of the Soviet Union on_ the 
fiftieth anniversary of its found- 
ing. 

The document which stressed 
the party’s revolutionary tradi- 
tion and its struggle against op- 
, was pub d over 
the signature of the Division of 
Agitation and Propaganda of the 
Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party and the Institute of 
Marx, els, Lenin and Stalin. 

The was 
indication that the name of the 
Institute of Marx, Engels and 
Lenin had been expanded to in- 
clude the name of Stalin. 

Has Force of Directive. 

(The phrasing of the docu- 
ment gave it the force of a di- 
rective to all party organiza- 
tions). 

The document referred to the 
plenary meeting of the Central 
Committee which expelled Lav- 
renty P. Beria from the party 
but it did not name him. 

It said “the recent July 
plenum of the Central Commit- 
tee demonstrated with new force 
the uncrushable unity of our 
Communist party and its battle 
readiness for fulfillment of 
tasks which stand before it in 
the field of internal and for- 
eign policy.” 

The document concluded with 
a statement of party policy in 
internal and foreign fields. 

It said that in the field of 
foreign policy, the party will 
pursue a policy of “maintenance 
and assurance of peace, a policy 
of co-operation with all coun- 
tries and the development of 
business ties with them on the 
basis of respect fqr mutual in- 
terests.” 

The statement said “only a 
firm, long-term peace between 
peoples will- create necessary 
conditions for further uninter- 
rupted development of socialist 
economy for the assurance of a 
happy, prosperous life of the 
workers of our country.” 

Internal Policy. 

In the field of, internal policy, 
the declaration stated that the 
party considers one of its most 
important tasks to be “the mani- 
festation of incessant concern 
for the maximum satisfaction of 
the constantly growing demands 
of the Soviet people.” 

“On the basis of the growth 
of economy, the living stand- 
ards of the workers of the so- 
cialist society will incessantly 
increase and their material and 
cultural needs will be satisfied 
ever more abundantly and 
broadly,” it said. 

The document attacked bour- 


vehemence. 

Advocating a spirit of prole- 
tariat internationalism and the 
establishment of brotherly ties 
with workers of all countries, 
the statement said “it is neces- 
sary to struggle with manifesta- 
tions of bourgeois _nationalism 
and against the rotten bourgeois 
ideology.”

Examination of records in 
circuit court at Clayton shows 
that the case of Paul Spring- 
field, charged with assault to 
kill in a shooting that occurred 
April 27, 1947, has been con- 
tinued 14 times; the case of 
Clarence Northway, accused of 
stealing $150 worth of clothing, 
has been continued eight times. 

The case of Dr. Ralph M. Bar- 
rett, whose automobile killed 
Mrs. Zeda B. Hamilton on Feb. 
26, 1952, is still pending. Al- 
though police testified the Clay- 
ton physician admitted he had 
been drinking and was speeding, 
and although a coroner’s jury 
recommended that the doctor be 
held for prosecution, the evi- 
dence Wallach presented to a 
grand jury was deemed insuffic- 
ient for return of an indictment. 
Nearly 11 months elapsed before 
Wallach obtained a warrant 
charging manslaughter after 
calling police in and having them 
sign an affidavit. 


Four months elapsed before 
the prosecutor presented evi- 
dence against his own cousin to 
a grand jury. The cousin, Fran- 
cis Wallach of Eureka, was the 
driver of an automobile which 
figured in a _ collision which 
killed Mr. and Mrs. Victor Zim- 
merman Féb. 26, 1949. After 
the driver failed to put in an 
appearance at the prosecutor's 
office, as requested, the case was 
given publicity. Wallach, be- 
cause of his relationship to the 
defendant, finally asked the 
State Attorney General’s office 
to handle the prosecution. 


Cousin Acquitted. 


Two assistant attorneys gen- 
eral were assigned to the case, 
and on Nov. 14, 1950, the cous- 
in was acquitted by a directed 
verdict.

There was a mistrial when 
11 members of the jury voted for 
the death penalty but the twelfth 
juror held out for acquittal, In 
May the defendant pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment on Wallach’s rec- 
ommendation.

GASPE, Quebec, July 24 — 
The case of the three murdered 
American bear hunters, as a 
matter of fact, is weird and 
gruesome enough to rate high 


many old-timers in this remote 
and beautiful land of the Gaspe 
ninsula feel sure that it will 
embroidered over the years 

as it becomes fixed in folklore. 
This picturesque point of land, 
whose stark granite cliffs rise 
sharply from the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, has a tradition of 
violence that is centuries old, 
and with it go some eerie tales. 
The latest mystery—of remnant 
human bones found far back in 
the dense and forbidding Shick- 
shook Mountains, bones that 
large black bears had gnawed 
bare of flesh—is true to the 


The man who found some of 
the bones, a‘ 66-year-old Irish- 
man, is a living legend himself. 
He claims that he once killed 
three wolves with his bare 
hands. 

As an example of the lore, in 
which a grain of fact may grow 
to a fanciful myth, there is the 


Tale of the Handsome Dancer.’ 


This concerns a handsome gen- 
tleman, impeceably clad in eve- 
ning clothes, who appears at 
country dances. As his dancing 
partner he invariably chooses 
the most beautiful girl present. 
When he leaves, the girl faints. 
On her arms there are burns. 
She has been dancing with the 
Devil! The Devil -hhimself was 
on the loose in Gaspe. 

Then there is the story of the 
Phantom Ship of the Bay of 
Chaleurs—a blazing square-rig- 
ger that regularly visits Perce. 
Many residents maintain that 
they have seen the ship, a mass 
of flames. 
the seaborne ghost of a pirate 
ship that Was chased into the 
bay by a man-of-war and burned 
with all men aboard. Thé final 
touch to this tale is that as the 
burning ship speeds up toward 
Perce, a beautiful woman stands 
on the quarterdeck—as_ the 
flames reach up toward her. 

These, and hundreds like 
them, are Gaspe tales, fashioned 
out of the violence and blood- 
shed and the mystery which 
have gone into the building of 
the land.

TOKYO, July 25 (AP)—The 
Panmunjom peace pagoda has 
been stripped of its huge “peace 
doves” at the request of Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, United Nations 
Far East commander. 

Clark regarded the doves as a 
Communist effort to make it ap- 
pear that the Allies were bowing 
to the Reds in the truce signing. 
The replicas of an original de- 
sign by the French artist Picasso 
are Communist symbols of thé 
Red peace propaganda drive. 

“Down come the doves,” Clark 
is reported to have told the 
Reds, “or we don’t go to Pan- 
munjom.” They came down.

He started his career in edu- 
cation as a psychology teacher 
at the University of Iowa after 
receiving the degree of doctor 
of philosophy there. His earlier 
education was at Pennsylvania 
State College and the University 
of Paris. 

A native of Carbondale, Pa., 
he was married in 1925 and is 
the father of five children. 

In recent weeks, Stoddard has 
been mentioned as a -possible 
successor to Chancellor Arthur 
H. Compton of Washington Uni- 
versity, who announced April 12 
he will quit as head of the uni- 
versity to devote himself to re- 
search in the relation of science 
to human affairs as a member 
of the university staff.

OP foreign policy officials in the 

Eisenhower Administration are be- 

coming increasingly concerned at 
the tendency of the non-Communist 
world to loosen the ties that have 
bound it together in the cold war. 

These officials see at least two forces 
at work in this process: 

1, There is the disturbing 
particularly conspicuous in Congress, to 
draw the United States away from its ob- 
ligations and commitments to its allies. 

2. There is the equally disturbing tend- 
ency among this nation’s allies to loosen 
their ties with the United States, to under- 


tendency, 


take more independent policies which, in. 


mafhy’ cases, revea] a strong inclination 
teward some form of neutralism. 

Differing degrees of importance are 
attached to the yarious reasons for the 
decline in American prestige abroad and 
for the growing tendency of this nation’s 
allies to seek more independence. 

But it is generally agreed that these 
are the basic reasons for these twin de- 
velopments: 

1. The growth of nationalism, which, it 
is felt, stems in part from the economic 
recovery of many of the war-ravaged 
countries which now feel that the danger 
of Russian attack has diminished appre- 
ciably and therefore they conclude that 
their economies would be even stronger 
if they were not linked to the American- 
backed rearmament program. 

2. The activities of Senator Joseph

should crack down on Senator McCar- 
thy and thus reassert his authority. 

3. The failure of the Administration 
thus far to make any appreciable progress 
in President Eisenhower’s announced sup- 
port for a policy of “trade, not aid.” 

4. A fear that American foreign policy 


- fs too rigid. This, of course, is strongly 


disputed by leaders of the Eisenhower 
Administration, although they acknowledge 
that the fear is fairly widespread, partic- 
ularly in Europe where Prime Minister 
Churchill has lei a drive for making a 
new attempt at a policy of reconciliation 
with Russia. 

5. A feeling abroad that there is too 
much confusion both in the Administra- 
tion and in the Republican party in Con- 
gress about this nation’s foreign policy 
aims and strategy. It is pointed out that 
there was a marked difference of tone 
between President Eisenhower's” famous 
April 16 declaration of foreign policy and 
et speech with which Secretary of State 

ohn Foster Dulles sought -to follow it 
up. Also, it is pointed out that Senator 
Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, Senate ma- 
jority leader, and Senator William F. 
Knowland (Rep.), California, acting leader 
and chairman of the Republican Policy 
Committee, have both spoken on foreign 
policy in terms that directly contradicted 
those of the President. 

6. Finally, there is considerable nerv- 
ousness abroad about the Administration's 
desire to change the foreign policies of 
the Truman Administration. Many allied 
officials were partners in the Truman 
policies and afe reluctant to agree that 
there was anything fundamentally wrong 
with them.

The decline of American leadership can 
be measured by the recalling of what it 
was. The all-but-unknown America of the 
twenties sudiienly overwhelmed the post- 
war European scene with the immensely 
important idea of the Marshall Plan, with 
vigorous support for the United Nations, 
with equal impetus for the critically im- 
portant conferences of Dumbarton Oaks 
and Bretton Woods, with the support of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
with the Berlin airlift, with the defense in 
Korea, with the development of atomic 
power and with the extraordinary wartime 
and postwar demonstrations of American 
economic power. 

Now, by comparison, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles has been so 
unsuccessful in his appeals for swift 
French ratification of the European 
army treaty that ene key member of 
the French National Assembly Foreign 
Affairs Commission refused recently to 
give a speech against the army only 
because “I don’t talk in graveyards.” 

Important French currents are toying 
with the idea of quitting in Indochina and 
steering a foreign policy course midway 
between the Americans and the Russians.

HE popular criticism that has been 
T leveled at United States leadership in 

the six months since President Eisen- 
hower took office has just begun to ease 
up in the United Kingdom. 

The White House’s stand against book 
burning and the President’s successful 
negotiation for extension of the reciprocal 
trade act have checked the flow of British 
anxiety over the future course of the Re- 
publican Administration. 

But, according to the London viewpoint, 
there still is lost prestige to be regained. 
McCarthyism has blazed too defiantly in 
contradiction to traditional American 
principles for British people to regard 
him as a man without a political future. 

Memories here also are haunted by rec- 
ollection of what is regarded as lament- 
able Cabinet confusion last April. The 
President’s moving speech to American 
newspaper editors that month was as 
warmly applauded here as elsewhere. 

But after reporting the imaginative ap- 
peal for Russian deeds and not words in 
the field of diplomacy, the British press 
coldly announced the next. day Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles had canceled 
out the sweeping gesture of the President. 

Where the President had wisely avoided 
imposing conditions, it was pointed out, 
Mr. Dulles had brusquely filled that void 
by demanding that the Soviet Union reply 
promptly.

Senator McClellan 


The Man Who Opposed McCarthy 


No Liberal, but Sometimes 


He Gets ‘Mad as Hell’— 


Used to Be the Best Friend Senator McCarthy Had on 


Democratic Side—Shocked at Brutal Methods Used 


in Imposing One-Man Rule on Investigating Body.

WASHINGTON, July 25. 


ISTORY may well record, with a touch of irony, that it was a stubborn 
H Arkansas lawyer named John L. McClellan who effected the first major 

setback in the free-swinging career of Senator Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin. Even MeCarthy’s best friends are telling him he blundered badly 
when he stepped on the toes of Senator McClellan, a quiet man with a sense of 
decorum and a faculty, as an acquaintance put it, of getting ‘‘mad as hell.’’ 


McCarthy's mistake led up to the now- 
famous walkout of the three Democratic 
members of the Senate Investigations sub- 
committee, of which McCarthy is chair- 
man. Led by McClellan, the senior minority 


member of the subcommittee, the Demo- 


crats quit in angry protest against Mc- 
Carthy’s insistence of “one-man rule.” 


>. * * 


McCLELLAN, acting in the role of 
peacemaker, tried to avert the impending 
subcommittee crisis, which came to a head 
two weeks ago. He sought to persuade 
McCarthy to postpone for four days a 
showdown vote on whether McCarthy as 
chairman should have the final authority 
to hire and fire staff members. 


Nettled by having been forced to accept 
the resignation of his newly-hired Red- 
hunter, J. B. Matthews, McCarthy flatly 
refused and put the. issue before the sub- 
committee immediately. He got the au- 
thority he wanted, by a 
party-line four - to - three 
vote, and out went Mc- 
Clellantand Senators 
Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri and Henry M. Jack-

| gaged in a friendly gesture. 


“There is nothing personal between Joe 
and me,” McClellan said after the incident, 
but his tight-drawn lips belied any notion 
he entertained a great affection for his 
erstwhile colleague. 

If he felt he had been treated in cavalier 
fashion, he had reason. McCarthy worked 
amicably along with McClellan when the 
Democrats controlled Congress and Mc- 
Clellan was chairman of the Government 
Operations Committee, parent of the In- 
vestigations subcommittee. There never 
was apparent friction between him and 
McCarthy, who was the ranking Republi- 
can on both groups. 

The manner of the walkout illustrates 
another facet of the McClellan character— 
the extreme caution with which he oper- 
ates. “He checks out every angle,” said 
an informant who has known him for 
years. 

Thus, before McClellan exposed himself 
politically he consulted the Democratic 
leadership, including the minority leader, 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas and 
the minority whip, Senator Earle C. 
Clements of Kentucky. He got the party 
hierarchy behind him. He also conferred, 
of course, with Symington and Jackson, 
both of whom were inclined to accept his

NO ONE can predict just what the ulti- 
mate consequences of the McClellan- 
Symington-Jackson resignation may ° be. 
The action apparently was without prece- 
dent. Some of the immediate effects are 
obvious, of course. One is that the Repub- 
licans are stuck with the full responsibility 
for McCartHy’s investigations, whether 
they like it or not., There is no indication 
they like it; no Republican voice was 
raised in open praise of what McCarthy 
did or in condemnation of what the Demo- 
crats did. There were indications that Mc- 
Carthy’s three Republican colleagues on 
the subcommittee found the matter dis- 
tasteful. 


That has tended further to isolate Mc- 
Carthy in the Senate, and the Senate 


' appears presently te be the only area 


in which McCarthy’s progress can be 
halted. He won’t appear again before the 
voters of Wisconsin for more than five 
years and he has a fanatical following 
in various parts of the country. 

There were some fan chain reac- 
tions which may or may not have long- 
range significance. McCarthy’s defeat 
forced him to attack immediately else- 
where, according to the pattern he follows. 
He threatened to investigate the Central 
Intelligence Agency. This precipitated a 
heated controversy during which McCarthy 
was goaded into accusing Senator Mike 
Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, of “flagrant 
anti-Semitism,” because Monroney criti- 
cized as “Keystone cops” McCarthy’s in- 
vestigators, Roy M. Cohn and G. David 
Schine. 

' Had McCarthy checked, he would have

Also, the anti-Semitism charge brought 
Senator Herbert Lehman (Dem.), New 
York, the only Jew in the Senate, into 
the battle with a strong and sincere de- 
fense of Monroney. 


A somewhat enigmatic figure in Wash- 
ington, McClellan, who pops into the na- 
tional spotlight from time to time, oecu- 
pies a position that is difficult to evaluate. 
He has acquired considerable influence in 
10 years in the Senate, but appears in- 
frequently in the guise of a leader. He is 
one of three Democrats serving on three 
committees (his others are Appropriations 
and Judiciary). The normal number of 
committee posts is two. 


A slight, balding man of 57, McClellan 
is apparently humorless. 
He has no large cirtle of 
friends. He is described 
by associates as “taci- 
turn” and at times “mo- 
rose.” He has been af- 
flicted during his life 
with an unusual number 
of personal

HE IS regarded as an expert on flood 
control and is looked upon at the capital 
as a firm friend of the Army Corps 
of Engineers.

He was a member of the commission on 
organization of the executive branch of

McClellan 
took violeht exception to this recommenda- 
tion, holding such action would “com- 
pletey emasculate” the corps. 


McClellan first came to Washington as 
a Representative in 1935. He had been 
admitted to the bar at the age of 17 ‘his 
father was a country lawyer) and had 
practiced in Sheridan and Malvern, Ark. 
He was pretty much of a New Dealer in 
those days, xcept when the Roosevelt pro- 
gram conflicted with local interests. He 
served two terms in the House, failed in 
a try for the Senate, and went back to 
the law until 1942. 


On the record, he was aware of Com- 
munism long before McCarthy. In March 
of 1936 he assailed the Columbia Broad- 
casting System for scheduling a speech 
by Earl Browder, then the general sec- 
retary of the Communist party in the 
United States. This was “nothing less 
than treason,” he said. In 1947, three 
years before McCarthy discovered Com- 
munism as an issue, McClellan tried un- 
successfully to prevent granting | Ameri- 
can ald to “R coun- 


McClellan’s name is associated with 
economy moves, sometimes of the non- 
selective, or meat-axe, variety. In 1949 he 
obtained the signatures of 63 Senators to 
a petition to force a vote on an economy 
resolution directing President Truman to 
cut 5 to 10 per cent from executive branch 
appropriations. This move failed. 


In the 1951 “troops for Europe” debate 
McClellan tried to put over a proposal 
that no additional soldiers should be sent 
to Europe without Senate approval. This 
caused the Administration much concern, 
but it was eventually toned down. 

This year McClellan opposed the suc- 
cessful Republican move to give President 
Eisenhower the same governmental reor- 
ganization powers enjoyed by President 
Truman. 

McClellan has voted for the Taft-Hartly 
Act, against public housing, against ad- 
mitting displaced persons into the United 
States, for reducing the European recovery 
program, against the Mutual Defense As- 
sistance Pact of 1949, in favor of cutting 
Mutual Security Agency funds (in 1951 
and in 1952) and in favor of state owner- 
ship of the tidelands.

The Sixth Month . 


Dwight D. Eisenhower finished six months in 
the White House last week and in observance of 
the occasion newspapers and magazines gener- 
ally printed summaries of the first half year of 
the new Administration. As our readers know, 
the Post-Dispatch has reviewed month by month 
the first all-Republican performance in Wash- 
ington in 20 years. We now continue that 
series with a concluding monthly review, cover- 
ing developments since our fifth month sum- 
mary, printed June 28. 


Again, Near a Truce 

After a month's delay for the removal of 
monkey-wrenches tossed by Syngman Rhee, the 
Korean truce machinery again moved toward 
an armistice. Peace, if it came, would be a great 
gain for the Administration, even though Com- 
munist concessions on prisoners rather than new 
diplomatic initiatives from Washington made it 
possible. That any truce would be an uneasy 
one the record of both the Communists and 
Syngman Rhee guaranteed. Rhee seemed to 
think that President Eisenhower had promised 
to let him renew the war if a permanent peace 
settlement has not been worked out in six 
months. But the Communists were assured that 
no time limit had been set. If the Administra- 
tion committed itself to the peaceful unification 
of Korea within six months, it took on an obliga- 
tion perhaps impossible of fulfillment. Mean- 
while, it would be entitled to full credit if it 
achieved the first step of any Korean settle- 
ment—an end to the fighting. ' 


Economy Before Security 

President Eisenhower and Defense Secretary 
Wilson won a victory for economy at the expense 
of the national defense when the Senate ap- 
proved asbudget of $34,431,140,500 for the 
armed forces. Since the House appropriation 
was $77,000,000 under this figure; little hope 
was left for restoration of cuts. The military 
appropriation was more than $6,000,000,000 un- 
der the recommendation made by former Presi- 
dent Truman just before he left office. It was 
a billion or more under the sum asked by 
President Eisenhower. Chief victim of the re- 


. duction was the Air Force which saw its re- 


quest cut by a round $5,000,000,000. This was 
one of the few issues on which the President 
did not have strong Democratic support. Minori- 
ty Senators, notably Symington of Missouri, 
questionéd such cutbacks in the H-bomb age. 


Less Money Going Overseas 

Despite President Eisenhower's personal so- 
licitation of Capitol Hill leaders, his requests for 
foreign aid and for the State Department's in- 
formation program were suffering cohgressional 
trimming. While the Senate authorized his total 
request of more than $5,000,000,000 for United 
States allies, the House reduced this by a round 
$1,000,000,000. And late last week there was 
talk that the Senators might cut even deeper in 
dealing with the actual appropriation bill. Al- 
most all the money is for military aid. The 
House also cut alfout $28,000,000 from the $88,- 
000,000 asked for the International Information 
Administration. The President let it be known 
that he was distressed by the cut, and that he 
wanted the Voice of America and other propa- 
ganda agencies built up. 


Limits Yes; Passage Maybe 

Two of the President’s special foreign policy 
requests were limited by congressional commit- 
tees before being moved to floor action. The 
President had asked to admit 240,000 more im- 
migrants in two years. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee cut this to 220,000 and the same com- 
mittee of the House proposed spreading the to- 
tal over three years. Similarly, the President 
had asked for wide latitude in sending food sur- 
pluses abroad for relief, but the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee stuck a $100,000,000 limit on 
what he might send. Neither bill has as yet 
passed either house. , 


Muddle Over Trade 

Extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act was still hung up. Only by Dem- 
ocratic votes did the Administration succeed 
in beating the conflicting Simpson bill to in- 
crease rather than lower trade barriers. Sound 
Democratic objections to giving the Tariff Com- 
mission a partisan majority kept the reciprocal 
trade bill in the conferees’ hands. The White 
House amazingly confessed that its indorsement 
of this plan had been made without sufficient 
study, but stopped short of supporting the Dem- 
ocratic position. From the muddle our allies 
must have concluded that strong pressure for 
reguction of trade barriers probably should not 
be expected from the Administration. 


South of the Border 

Dr. Milton D. Eisenhower, the President's 
brother, was dispatched on a good will and fact- 
finding tour of South America, where the Good 
Neighbor policy is in need of bolstering. He car- 
ried the President’s best wishes to the Latin 
countries, and the message that the United 
States “opposes all restrictions on free trade.” 
His hosts listened and awaited results. They 
hoped for freer trade and more Point IV aid, 
Aut they probably kept their fingers crossed. 


For Sale: One Rubber Industry 
The Government’s. synthetic-rubber indus- 
try, built at a cost of $550,000,000 during the 
Second World war when imports of natural rub- 
ber were cut off, went up for sale. RFC, which 
owns the 29 plants, recommended the sale and 
President Eisenhower approved it. The bill first 


. offered would have set such early time limits 


that Senator Douglas of Illinois denounced it as 
a forced sale. As amended in the Senate the 
measure provided more practical time limits, 
and, while an anti-monopoly proviso offered by 
Senator Douglas lost out, each house of Con- 
gress obtained a unit veto on the sales, which 
are to be completed by Jan. 31, 1955. 


Heavy Trouble on Postal Rates 

Administration leaders in Congress were run- 
ning into heavy trouble in their effort to enact 
a $240,000,000 increase in postal rates. A move 
to put off action till next year was defeated by 
only one vote in the House Post Office Com- 
mittee. Though President Eisenhower put the 
bill on his list of “must” legislation it remained 
bottle@ up in the House committee. 


Drouth, Theory and Practice 

The Southwestern drouth and crop surpluses 
brought a test of G.O.P. campaign theory and 
Administration practice. The theory was less 
government in agriculture. The practice turned 
out to be federal aid for the dried-out cattle 
country and new plans for limiting wheat acre- 


age. Cattlemen in the state’srights State of 


Texas took federal aid when Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson assured them it was not a “hand- 
out.” Behind the confusion of theory, fundamen- 
tal farm policy questions had still to be an- 
swered. Crop controls and marketing quotas on 
wheat might be the logical consequence of sur- 


pluses, but what about that free market which 
Mr. Benson was going to establish? He had 
proposed cutting price supports to “disaster in- 


of attacking alleged Communists. A few days 
later the July issue of the American Mercury 
appeared with an article which Matthews had 
written earlier, charging that “the largest single 
group supporting the Communist apparatus is 
composed of Protestant clergymen.” 

When the magazine hit the streets, four of 
the seven committee members hit the ceiling. 
Democratic Senators Symington of Missouri, 


. McClellan of Arkansas and Jackson of Wash- 


ington, and Republican Senator Potter of Mich 
igan, called for action. President Eisenhower 
exchanged telegrams with leaders of Catholie, 
Protestant and Jewish faiths to deplore “the 
sweeping attack” on clergymen. McCarthy then 
accepted the resignation of ais friend Matthews. 

But to save face, McCarthy got the Republican 
committee majority to vote him absolute power 
to hire or fire staff members. Senator McClel- 
lan, who as previous chairman never held such 
power, protested this violation of Senate rules. 
The three Democrats quit the committee. With 
the committee grounded, McCarthy wrote a 9 
page letter begging them to return and bury 
the hatchet, but they refused. The hatchet was 
left unburied, and McCarthy was left to hig Re- 
publican colleagues as their sole responsibility. 


Reversal on the Books Issue 

In the eyes of the world a most important de-. 
velopment was the State’ Department's reversal 
of policy on the American information librariés 
overseas. Senator Hennings of Missouri took the 
lead in demanding a restoration of the free ex- 
change of ideas and revision of official direc- 
tives which had been issued in obeisance to Sen- 
ator McCarthy. One by one, writers were as- 
sured by Secretary Dulles that no reflection 
was intended and finally a new directive—the 
eleventh since February—was issued to make 
the usefulness of a book again the test of its 
worth on overseas library shelves. 

After first taking confused and donflicting 
positions, President Eisenhower sent the Ameri- 
can Library Association a splendid letter affirm- ° 
ing the free character of libraries as fundamen- 
tal. In the midst of the furor, Rr. Robert L. 
Johnson, chief of the Voice of America and re- 
lated State Department information activities, 
resigned for his health. It remained to be seen 
whether a first-class man would fill the vacancy 
and whether lost esteem could be regained. The 
big question was: Why did it happen at all? 


Bishop Oxnam on the Stand 

As important as dramatic was the appearance 
of Methodist Bishop Oxnam—at his own re- 
quest—before Representative Velde’s Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities. After almost 10 
hours of questioning, the bishop was found “not 
guilty” of Communist affiliations, but the com- 
mittee gave no clear verdict on the charge that 
he had served God on Sundays and Communism 
the rest of the week. As grave as personal clear- 
ance was to him, he put more emphasis on the 
committee’s way of collecting files of derogatory 
material about individuals, much of it unsup- 
ported or false, and even allowing this to be- 
come public. This did not accord, be said, with 
the democracy he has always supported. Bishop 
Oxnam was right, and for being both right and 
forthright, he was applauded over the country. 


Standing Fast Against Bricker 

Acting Majority Leader Knowland continued 
to work for a compromise of the bitter contro- 
versy over the constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Bricker to limit the President's 
constitutional authority to conduct foreign rela- 
tions. But President Eisenhower soundly refused 
to agree to any reduction of his constitutional 
treaty powers, while Bricker declared he had 
made his last concession and would take nothing 
less than a constitutional mandate for a vote of 
both branches of Congress to give any treaty 
the force of law. The Ohio Republican said he 
would “slug it out” with Administration leaders 
on the Senate floor, but the prospect was that 
he would not get the chance this session. 


Heading for a Deficit 

As the first full fiscal year of this Administra- 
tion began, its leaders were finding out how 
hard it is to achieve the balanced budget which 
it so easily promised. By a display of strong 
White House leadership the six-month extension 
of excess profits tax was driven through over 
the opposition of Co Daniel Reed. 
Some reductions in appropriations were achieved, 
and Congress added others of its own. But the 
Administration’s immediate spending plans, as 
distinct from atthorizations for future spending, 
remain high. Tax revenues were falling below 
the President’s own estimates, and will fall fur- 
ther next year when the tax cuts to which ht has 
committed himself take effect. For all these 
reasons, the Administration entered its first full 
budget year heading for a deficit which Senator 
‘Byrd expected to be as large as that in the last 
Truman year—a situation which might soon 
force it to ask Congress for an increase in the 
national debt limit of $275,000,000,000. 


The Half Year Closes : 

As the sixth month ended a new list of Ad- 
ministration “must” items was issued after a 
White House conference. Some items on the 
February program were discreetly overlooked— 
Social Security extension, Taft-Hartley amend- 
ment, increase in the size of the District of Co- 
lumbia commission. These obviously had been 
put to sleep in committees. Admission of Ha- 
waii was mentioned but only if time permitted. 

The new “must” list, including pending ap- 
propriation bills, reciprocal trade extension, 
farm credit extension and agricultural surplus 
disposal, added up to a respectable but not ex- 
citing program. Commendably the new desire 
of the President seemed to be to keep Congress 
on the job long enough to escape the “Do-Noth- 
ing” tag already suggested by the pro-Elsen- 
hower Washington Post. And slowly the light 
dawned that it was the Democrats who time 
after time voted fdr White House measures 
which the Republican majority opposed. 

The President clearly missed the political ex- 
perience and congressional know-how of the un- 
fortunately ill Senator Taft. Vice President 
Nixon claimed that the President had “‘won on 
all issues” between him and Congress. The 
presidential troubleshooter did not document 
his statement, and in any case the session was 
not over. Busy days, and perhaps nights as 
well, were ahead. In another six months the 
mid-term congressional race would be on.

We told him 
our plight and he began to “deal 
with it,” as the British say. In a 
few hours we were at least al- 
lowed off the ship, a doughty

We crossed the Dvina, already 
freezing, in a small boat and 
spent the day trying to find a 
Russian with authority to let us 
go to Moscow. Disillusioned, we 
started back across the Dvina to 
our ship. We used an Archangel 
ferry for this ride through the 
ice and it brought me in close 
contact with Russians in mass 
for the first time. 


The Fearless Pilot. 


The pilot of the wood-burning 
ferry showed utter disregard for 
the ice blocks. When the 
ferry would get halted by them, 
he would throw her into reverse 
and then charge the blocks, the 
entire craft quivering. Again 
and again. After an hour of 
this we reached solid ice, 75 
yards from the river bank. The 
ferry could go no farther. 

The 200 Russians on the ferry 
began to pour over the sides, 
down a sort of ladder.

He reached the ice and started 
out on his crutches.

We 
thought everything was fine, but 
at the gailway station we dis- 
covered that while the Moscow 
train was standing by, we had 
no tickets and no permission to 
buy them (the first, but not the 
last time I was to hear that).

Full of self pity, we thought 
this trip was the worst in the 
world.

We left Archangel 
with food for six days and that 
had gone. We had a little 
money, but the peasants at the 
wayside weren't interested in 
money—they wanted soap, salt 
and clothes. 

Everything except my razor, 
a bar of soap, some money and 
the clothes I stood in had been 
stolen on the train. The same 
thing had- happened to Larry 
Lesueur, of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. Col. Hulls had 
slipped on the ice while forag- 
ing for food at a wayside station 
and broken his arm. I'd lost 
about 14 pounds. We looked 
and felt a collective mess in 
this land of collectivity. 

Kuibyshev, on the high east 
bank of the frozen Volga, seemed 
a lovely chunk of paradise as we 
arrived in a snowstorm. We had 
expected a great welcome. A 
single Greek chauffeur from the 
British Embassy made up the 
welcoming committee. But pret- 
ty soon, John Russell, a secre- 
tary at the British Embassy, 
showed up and helped us find 
our way to the Grand Hotel 
which, until this day, has made 
me wary of hotels by that name. 

News of Pearl Harbor. 

A few days later, sitting in a 
room of the building to which 
the American Embassy had been 
evacuated from Moscow, we 
heard about Pearl Harbor, and 
then we listened to Hitler over 
the short-wave radio, declare 
war on the United States. 

We were 600 miles from one 
of the greatest stories in the 
world. And couldn’t get there 
and couldn’t get anyone inter- 
ested in our getting there. Tele- 
grams took two days to get to 
New York from Kuibyshev. The 
world looked dark indeed. 

And then the Russians put up 
that defense at Moscow’s gates. 
German patrols were actually 14 
miles from the city at one point. 

Marshal Georgi Zhukov flung 
the Germans back from Moscow 
and our luck changed too. We 
were hurried up to Moscow. I 
say hurried; it took six days by 
train. 

Red Square had always meant 
Moscow to me and, arriving there 
in the blackout, I deposited my 
belongings (American Embassy 
friends in Kuibyshev had given 
me some clothes) and set out 
from the Metropole Hotel to 
walk in Red Square. 

There it was—just as big as 
I'd imagined and just as mys- 
terious looking. It was full moon- 
light and I truly felt in another 
world as I looked up at the 
onion-shaped and many colored 
domes of St. Basil’s Cathedral. 
At that block of marble that was 
Lenin’s Tomb and where I was 
later to see them lay the body 
of Joseph Stalin. And the Krem- 
lin. The ancient Kremlin of 
Ivan the Terrible, Peter the 
Great, the Alexanders and Lenin 
and Stalin. 

In due course, I was able 
to take up residence at the 
Metropole Hotel. Ah, mother 


Metropole. And mother Metro- 
pole’s great dining room—now 
used for an occasional dance— 
where I first met Tamara, the 
brown-eyed Russian girl who was 
to become my wife. And, if 
you'll pardon me a little senti- 
ment, the person who has made 
me feel that if life ended to- 
morrow, life wouldn’t owe me a 
thing. 

She was a dancer in the Mos- 
cow Ballet, and we were mar- 
ried in 1943 with the late Wen- 
dell Willkie playing the role of 
intermediary and benefactor. 

Just after the war, in the sum- 
mer of 1946, Tamara and I vis- 
ited the United States. We took 
along our elder daughter Vicki, 
then two, and returned to Mos- 
cow after a three-month vaca- 
tion, fairly sure that if we got 
out once we'd get out again. The 
office said I was the man for 
the job—and Russia was a fasci- 
nating place. 


The Roof Fell In. 


It was in September, 1946, 
job of reporting Russia. Then 
the roof began to fall in. It was 
about the time of the Truman 
Doctrine and the Marshall plan. 
When the Kremlin — and this 
means Stalin — began to realize 
that there was a growing num- 
ber of people in the world who: 
didn’t look on him exactly as 
benign old Uncle Joe. 


The Russian Government 
ruled that Russian girls who had 
matried foreigners — and there 
were many others — could not 
leave the country. As an Ameri- 
can citizen, I could leave any 
time, but not with my wife and 
two girls. 


It was a case of sticking with 
them in Moscow, or abandoning 
them. The latter was too mon- 
strous to even think about. I 
stuck with them. And Tamara 
stuck with me in times when it 
was anything but pleasant to be 
the Russian wife of an American 
in Moscow. 


Tamara is one of the most un- 
political people alive. Ideologies 
—if she knows what they mean 
—bore her to tears. She loves 
her children and she likes to 
dance and sing and be soulful 
and sad sometimes. It took her 
a long time to realize that they 
didn’t want to let us go. 

A jail doesn’t have to have 
bars and stone walls. I could 
look out over the rooftops of 
Moscow to the horizon out on 
the Muscovy plain and realize 
pretty well that our world ended 
at that not too distant cloud. 

The Soviet Union instituted 
new security decrees. Diplo- 
mats and correspondents were 
virtually confined to Moscow. 
Our Russian friends turned their 
faces when they met us on the 
street. Or spoke to us 
winks and nods. 
came near us any more. We 
understood why, of course. 

Censors Crack Down. 

The censorship became rigid. 
I once tried to write a story 
about Russian dishes. Half of 
it was killed. In a museum I 
found a copy of one of Stalin’s 
schoolboy report cards. Like 
many other youths he wasn’t too 
hot in Greek and arithmetic. I 
wrote about that. The censor 
killed it. Stalin had to be per- 
fect, even as a 10-year-old. 

I began to write almost ex- 
clusively for one of the smallest 
circles of readers in the world 
—those censors. But occasion- 
ally I'd get something out, or a 
piece of visual reporting would 
come along that I could let go 
on. But every month held a 
hundred heartbreaks. 

The Gilmore family became a 
casualty of the cold war. 

The worst thing for me was 
the uncertainty of everything. I 
had no diplomatic passport. No 
diplomatic immunity. I could 
be slapped into jail on any ac- 
cusation and I knew there was 
probably nothing anyone could 
do about it. 

To the credit of the organiza- 
tion for which I work, they stuck 
by me. I was in a pickle, but 
I knew and the AP knew, that 
as long as rigid censorship pre- 
vailed in Russia, the most high- 
powered correspondent alive 
couldn’t get much high-powered 
stuff out of Russia. 

I found a formula for not go- 
ing crazy. 

I became a drummer in a jazz 
band, the best American drum- 
mer in all: Russia, and Russia 
occupies one-sixth of the earth’s 
surface. You see, I was the only 
American drummer in Russia. 

We called the the

HE first detailed history 
of American whaling from 
its beginning in 1635 to its 
perfection by 1835 has been 
pieced together by Mr. Stacie 
pole from old logs, diaries, 
letters, records and news- 
Born in Nantucket, 
president of the Nantucket 
Historical Association since 
1938 and this year appointed 
curator of the Marine Histor- 
ical Association of Mystic, 
Conn., the author is well 
fitted by background for delv- 
ing into this grim and ad- 
venturous phase of American 
history 


As the little island of Nan- 
tucket was hardly suitable for 
farming, it was only natural 
that its inhabitants should 
copy the Indians and turn to 
the rich whale crop. While 
the author points out that the 
Indians “probably taught the 
white settlers the art of harass- 
ing a stranded wirale,” he be- 
lieves that some _ whites 
brought with them from Eu- 
rope “considerable knowledge 
- - . as to the catching of 
whales” in the open sea, The 
transition from catching 
whales along shore to putting 
out to sea in ships after them 
was gradual but steady. 

Almost simultaneously with 
the battle of Lexington in 1775 
came the news of the whale- 
ship Amazon having discovered 
a great new whaling ground 
in the South Atlantic, the 
Brazil Banks. This was to 
boost tremendously the annual 
harvest of 30, barrels of 
oil and it was also to lead to 
“one of the most unusual and 
adventurous chapters in our 
nation’s history.” 

x «* * 
ISTORY was in the mak- 
ing when the Bedford of 
Nantucket marked the 
end of the Revolution by an- 
choring in the shadow of the 
Tower of London on the 
Thames. The Gentleman's 
Magazine of London, in re- 
porting it, said: “This is the 
first vessel which displayed 
the 13 rebellious stripes of 
America in any British port.” 

By 1788 the whalemen had 
rounded Cape Horn and were 
carrying the United States 
flag into the Pacific. The 
geography of whaling included 
such ports and islands as 
Honolulu, Lahaina, Talcahu- 
Roratonga, Paita, Mas 
Afuera, Hakodate, and La 
Mocha and such seas as the 
Ochotsk, the Gulf of Anadir 
and the Indian ocean. As 
Herman Melville expressed 
it in “Moby Dick,” the whale- 
men got into “the remotest 
secret drawers and lockers of 
the world.” 

Mr. Stackpole, in his de- 
tailed description of a whaling 
ship, calls the vessel a “veri- 
table floating kingdom.” And 
the forecastle in the bows, 
where the crew were to spend 
approximately three years at a 
time, was the most unusual 
spot aboard ship: 

“In a space not more tan 
12 feet square were stowed 
the bunks and sea-chests of 
some 16 whalemen. In the 
narrow confines of such a bed- 
sitting room these shipmates 
lived through calm and storm, 
day after day, wedged into 
cramped quarters so that they 
existed elbow to elbow. Here 
was the young whaleman, 
ambitious, eager: the old hand, 
cranky and often morose: the 
Negro, often happy and con- 
tent: ‘the Kanacka, a child in 
his reaction to shipboard 
routine.” 

x *«* * 
HEN things were going 
Wee. particularly in the 
South Seas, the fo’c’sle 


hands were a happy lot. There © 


were fruits and coconuts and 
girls who swam out to meet 
the ships. But there were icy 
days off the Horn, when gales 
froze fingers and sails to the 
yards. And hot days when the 
equator’s blazing sun melted 
the tar in the deck seams, the 
drinking water grew foul and 
the salt beef rotten. Then it 
was that the hands growled at 
each other and the officers; a 
word or a gesture could cause 
a sudden fight between ship- 
mates, an assault on an officer 
or a bloody mutiny. 

There were plenty of 
mutinies on whaleships, for as 
Melville says their crews com- 
prised “the most oppressed 
class of men.” The best known 
and probably the goriest oc- 
curred on the Globe of Nan- 
tucket in 1824. The captain 
and his three mates. were 
brutally murdered by the 
crew, the mutineers then 
killed two of their own num- 
ber, and finaliy all but two 
were killed on shore by na- 
tives they mistreated. 

The skippers had to be 
strong and determined men 
to handle their crews. Wil- 
liam Moulton, a foremast hand 
of the 1790s, describes in his 
journal a skipper who ruled 
his men with the proverbial 
iron hand: 

“Captain Howe... 
six feet in stature, large 
boned and lean, light com- 
plexioned, naturally of a thin, 
pale smooth visage, sharp 
nose and thin lips: addicted 
to a sneerful smile; disfigured

Mr. Stackpole tells the story 
of the Essex, a 238-ton whale- 
ship which was rammed and 
sunk by an 85-foot whale. He 
takes quotations from the 
narrative of Mate Owen Chase 


. which it is generally under- 


stood inspired Melville's 
“Moby Dick.” 

Those who are interested 
in folklore or who remem- 
ber the Coleridge of their 
school days will enjoy this tid- 
bit from the log of the brig 
Speedwell: “This morning I 
‘went out in my boat to the 
Carcass of a Dead Whale. 
There was a great number of 
Albatrosses & I knocked down 
52 of them with my lance 
Pole and haul’d them into the 
boat, the boat was loaded with 
them and brought them on 
board and they proved fo be 
Excellent good Meat.” 


The author suggests Cole- 
ridge’s “Ancient Mariner,” 
whose killing of only one 
albatross got him into a peck 
of trouble, would be amazed 
to read that the Speedwell’s 
captain not only killed 52 but 
he and his crew also ate them

HE author has a good eye 
T for the colorful. He cites 

the highly successful 
cruise of the Loper in 1830 
which resulted in “perhaps 
the most unusual parade ever 
held on Nantucket.” The 
cruise was one of the Shortest 
ever recorded—14 months and 
14 days but 2280 barrels of 
oil—so a dinner and parade 
for the entire crew were in or- 
der: “Capt. A. F. Boston, the 
grandson of the slave Prince 
Boston, and Samuel Harris, 
two Negro navigators of note, 
mounted on horses, and carry- 
ing boarding knives for 
swords, led the procession, 
followed by the crew, shoul- 
dering harpoons, whale- 
spades, lances and other whal- 
ing ‘craft.’ Tradition has it 
that the voices of the singers 
made the cobbles on Main 
street reverberate as the 
unique parade passed through 
the market place.” 


Mr. Stackpole has done a 
thorough job of showing how 
the mere blubber-seekers and 
sealers not only became the 
world-ranging sea-hunters and 
founders of a wealthy indus- 
try but also brought credit to 
themselves as oceanographers 
who contributed much to the 
world’s knowledge and as sea- 
men who “gave a concept of 
internationalism” which was 
far ahead of their time. 

There is still a lot to tell, 
for the whaling period from 
1835, where the author leaves 
off, until 1905, embraces some 
of the most exciting chap- 
ters of adventure and hardship 
afloat. It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Stackpole will tackle that 
rich field.

Johnny Reb Tells of Battle Three Novels

LTHOUGH this is the 
autobiography of a Con- 
federate private who 


‘served throughout the Civil 


War it is a safe bet that any 
veteran of World War II or 
Korea will agree that it por- 
trays war as experienced by 
the man in ranks. The au- 
thor, Sam R. Watkins of Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., issued his sim- 
ple narrative in 1882 in book 
form in an edition of 2000 
copies. In 1900 another edi- 
tion of 2000 copies also sold 
out and the book has become 
a collector’s item. This new 
edition is a labor of love by 
Dr. Bell Irvin Wiley, the 
Emory University historian 
and author. 


There is far more of fatigue 
and agony than excitement 
and glory in Private Watkins’ 
portrayal of life as a com- 
mon soldier: the misery of 
forced marches; the boredom 
and discomfort of the long 
winter lulls; the grind of rou- 
tine; uncertainty and paucity 
of rations; lapses of morale; 
incompetent officers; disci- 
pline, always harsh and fre- 
quently a matter of caprice: 
the suffering, terror and 
slaughter of battle. 

Private Watkins experienced 
it all, for Company H, Maury 


.Grays, First Tennessee Regi- 


ment, went through the Vir- 
ginia campaign, fought in the 
west and backtracked to Geor- 
gia to fight to the bitter end 
on April 26, 1865, when Gen. 
Joe E. Johnston surrendered 


* the Army of the South at 


Greensboro, N.C. Of the 3200 
men who had comprised the 
First Tennessee there were 
only 65 present to surrender: 
Watkins wrote with humor 
although in his picture he is a 
determined young man look- 
ing almost as stern as bewhis- 
kered old generals. As Mr. 
Wiley puts it in his excel- 
lent introduction, an irrepres- 
sible humor “frequently 
breaks through the most seri- 
ous passages to blend mirth 
with tragedy.” 
x * * 
HERE are such incidents 
T as the courier whose frac- 
tious mule lit out toward 
the Yankees, causing one Con- 
federate to cry, “Just look at 
that brave man, charging 
right in the jaws of death.” 


The courier, seesawing the 
mule, yelled, “It arn’t me, 
boys, it’s this blarsted old 


mule. Whoa! Whoa!” There 
are several pages devoted to 
a bloodthirsty, hellfire-and- 
brimstone chaplain who, when 
the test came, deserted the 
troops, “put spurs to his 
horse and was seen to limber 
to the rear.” And there is 
the wounded colone! still able 
to reply to a query: “My son, 
I am wounded in the arm, in 
the leg, in the head, jn the 
body and in another place 
which I have a delicacy in 
mentioning.” 

Watkins had a special dis- 
like for “yaller dogs’”—as he 


called staff officers. But he 


‘did admire the leadership and 


valor of his captain and col- 
onel and expressed respect for 
some generals. And some of 
his bitterest comment was re- 
served for windbags and 
shirkers among the rank and 
file. 

When it came to death, 
Watkins related some stark in- 
cidents: “I 
remained 
perfectly 
still and saw 
a young Yan- 
kee lieuten- 
ant peering 
through the 
bushes. I 
was afraid 
to fire ‘and. 
afraid to 
run, and yet 

did not 
wish to kill 
him.

He said 
he would show the rebels how 
a Union man could die. I do 
not know what all he did say. 
When the shooting detail came 
up he went of his own accord 
and knelt down at the post. 
The Captain commanding the 
squad gave the command, 
‘Ready, aim, fire!’ and Row- 
land tumbled over to his side. 
It was the last of Rowland.” 

The author, who died in 
1901 at 62, has set forth in 
a very simple but highly effec- 
tive style the record of war as 
it affects the soldier in ranks. 
And Mr. Wiley, who is known 
for his “The Life of Billy 
Yank’ and other Civil War 
volumes, is to be commended 
for the reprinting of this 
homespun book.

HE atom is making tradi- 
T tion world policies obso- 

lete. The concept of two 
worlds side by side becomes 
a mockery when each world 
can destroy the other’s civili- 
zation. At best, the cold war 
provides a harassed world 
only with time and not a way 
to survival. In this situation, 
the choices narrow down to 
destruction or world govern- 
ment. 

The idea of world govern- 
ment has its roots in early 
history, and it is the growth 
of this idea that Mr. Avery 
concerns himself with. He 
measures the success of any 
political organization by how 
well it provides what he calls 
the foundation stones of so- 
cial life—‘freedom, food and 
friendship (peace),” 

Applying these tests, he 
finds the vitality of nation- 
alism in the success with 
which it has provided these 
three f’s. He also uses them 
to explain the success of fed- 
erations where leagues have 
failed. Freedom, he argues, 
is impossible without law and 
order, and law and order re- 
quire the power of enforce- 
ment that leagues do not have. 
He concludes from this that 
world freedom requires world 
federation.

UT,today we do not have 
Brorts government; we 
| have the United Nations. 
And yet, the U.N., like those 
international bodies that pre- 
ceded it, has taught us much 
about international co-opera- 
tion. Mr. Schwebel examines 
this aspect of world govern- 


ment, especially the role 
played by the top international 
statesman, the Secretary Gen- 
eral. 

After a thorough exposition 
of the political powers granted 
the Secretary General by the 
U.N, Charter by the Prepara- 
tory Commission which put 
the charter into effect and by 
the various agencies of the 
U.N., the author shows how 
Trygve Lie then developed 
those powers. (The book was 
written before Dag Hammar- 
skjold succeeded Mr. Lie.) 

Lie reached the height of 
his political powers, Mr. 
Schwebel believes, when, on 
the invasion of South Korea, 
he anticipated the Security 
Council and labeled North Ko- 
rea the aggressor, declared the 
Security Council the “‘compe- 
tent organization” to deal with 
the crisis despite Russia’s con- 
trary claims, and then helped 
organize an international army. 

* * * 

IE was cheered by Amer- 
[icons for his action on 

Korea but he earlier had 
been damned for his stand on 
behalf of admitting Commu- 
nist China to the U.N. Yet, 
the author argues, his actions 
in both cases rise from the 
same motives—motives of an 
international statesman refus- 
ing to be dominated by na- 
tionalistic views. 

Mr. Schwebel is critical of 
the coolness with which Wash- 
ington has viewed the Secre- 
tary General. He attributes 
the large nations’ wariness of 
the U.N.’s top officer to their 
view of him as a new force 
on the international scene 
which may not necessarily 
sustain their interests. He 


quotes an admission by an 


American close to the State 
Department that “when the 
Secretary General is moving 
our way, he is doing well; but 
when he’s against us, he's 
clearly beyond his power,”

HESE. three science fic- 
ef tion novels illustrate some 

of the widely contrasting 
types in this genre. “Ice 
World” is an effort to present 
the thoughts and feelings of a 
being from another world as 
he attempts to explore the 
earth. Technically, it is fairly 
well worked out and gives an 
idea of the problems that one 
would face upon the earth's 
surface if he were accustomed 
to living at temperatures of 
several hundred degrees. The 
handling of the characters and 
plot is about right for the 
scientifically inclined adoles- 
cent. 

“The Time Masters” is 
another example of the use of 
a science gimmick in a de- 
tective. story. The _ scienee 
fiction in this case is the 
arrival of visitors from outer 
space who are able to dis- 
guise themselves as humans 
and become some of the 
central figures of our mythol- 
ogy. Mr. Tucker handles his 
plot well and manages to keep 
interest at a high pitch — as 
benefits a detective story 
writer. The characters are 
hazy, but at least visible. 

“Children of the Atom” re- 
counts a rather popular theme, 
that of the mutant superman 
—or, to be exact, super- 
children. I was quite sur- 
prised at the facility with 
which the writer handled the 
children’s characters, usually 
a very difficult job, until I 
found that Mrs. Shiras has a 
family of seven. 

The book started as a short 
story in one of the science 
fiction magazines and achieved 
such popularity that it was 
turned into a series. As often 
happens, the originality of the 
theme is slowly diluted and 
the latter portions of the book 
are nowhere near up to the 
quality of the first. Though it 
will vary with the inclination 
of the reader, probably this 
last book is the best of the 
three.

NDRE PENICAUT, ship's 
A carpenter turned chron- 

icler, was only 18 years 
old when he arrived in the 
New World with d'Iberville’s 
expedition in 1699. This nar- 
rative, covering the next 22 
years, was finished in France 
in 1723. It is the earliest com- 
plete account written by a 
Frenchman participating in 
the exploration and settlement 
of the province of Louisiana. 

Historians and other schol- 
ars have long used this work 
as a primary source of facts, 
yet it never previously 
appeared as a separate book 
and remained unpublished in 
full English translation for 229 
years. It is more racily read- 
able and apparently more 
factual than later works which 
used it as a grab bag for 
scenes and incidents of Louis- 
iana life. 

Penicaut helped build the 
first French outposts in this 
territory and traveled with the 
explorer LeSueur up the 
“Missicipy” to the Illinois 
country and Minnesota. He 
also accompanied St. Denis 
on the first trip overland 
from Mobile to the Rio Grande 
to engage in trade with the 
Spaniards. The French had to 
befriend the Indians in order 
to gain safe conduct through 
the wilderness. Despite the

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Savings League 
Calls Veterans 
Biggest Market 


Veterans of World War II and 
Korea are believed today to 
constitute the “biggest single 
market for desirable home loan 
business.” This assertion is con- 
tained in a new pamphlet of the 
United States Savings and Loan 
League entitled “G.I. Loans Are 
Good Loans,” and issued by the 
League as part of its program to 
boost G.I. lending.

public relations aspects of it 
compensate in great part for this 
differential. 

“From every standpoint except 
this small] differential in yield 
and the slight additional bother 
and time in making the loan, the 
G.I. loan is the best mortgage 
loan available in the market to- 
day. 
“Unless G.I. loans are granted 
blindly or the guaranty is care-

Hunter green 
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Possum T rot Farm 


Of Flowers, and Man 
Who Lived Rich Life 


By Leonard Hall 


NE day last week an errand to the back of the farm 

took me out through the woods along the bluff which 

flanks Saline Creek. Although there is little of the 
delicate fragility of springtime about the summer's growth, 
I &m always surprised by 
its luxuriance and variety. 
This is the time of year for 
hardy, drouth-resistant 
plants, most of them mem- 
bers of botanical families 
which include many varie- 
ties. There are the blue 
vervains, belonging to the 
verbenas; and the mints 
which include, in addition 
to the dozen called “mint” 
of one kind or another, the 
blue-flowered  skullcaps, 
bergamots, dittany, hore- 
hounds and many others. 
Now you may find a dozen 
or more of the 25 milk- 
weeks in bloom, including 
the spectacular orange- 
flowered butterfly weed. 
Most numerous of all, how- 
ever, are the. members of 
the composite family, starting with purple ironweed and 
going through the wild sunflowers, black-eyed-Susans, cone- 
flowers, Spanish needle, the thistles, Joe Pye weed and so 
many more that it is difficult even to count them. 

One plant which survives from spring intact until mid- 
summer is the veratrum or false hellebore, which very 
early puts forth its cluster of tropical-looking light green, 
heavily veined leaves that closely resemble those of slipper 
orchids. It waits until mid-summer, however, to send up 
its tall spike of small blossoms, so deep purple in color 
that in the shadow of the woodland they appear black. 


x *k* * 


Most of the spring plants have, at this season, 
; disappeared entirely from the woodland floor so 
that not a trace of them can be found. They have 
returned, as do all living things, to the earth which 
nourished them; a testament both to the transience 
of individual existence and to the eternal quality 
of life itself. I thought, walking through the wood- 
land, of a friend we lost recently and of the fact 
that we mortals are no more immune to this im- 
mutable law of nature than are the flowers of the 
field. And then I thought of how this man, Russell 
’ Tims of Ironten, had written a remarkable epitaph 
in the minds of the hundreds of people who knew 
him, which will live as long as they live. It is a 
simple epitaph and one of which any man might 
be proud; and it can be expressed in just five simple 


. words: “Russell Tims was my friend.” 
U2: = 
‘ @ IT IS NEVER EASY to live a successful life; the per- 


centage of human beings who manage to do it is always 
small. But to live a successful, full and useful life for 
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almost a quarter of a century from the confinement of a 
wheelchair, as Russ Tims did, is a triumph. During all 
those years there was probably never a day when he could 
look forward toward tomorrow with hope that his health 
would be better. Yet I doubt there was ever a day when 
any of his associates or his many friends and acquaintances 
could detect discouragement or any great concern about 
the matter. From his wheelchair, Russell built his Arcadia 
Valley Drug Co. into a highly successful business which im- 
proved in quality throughout the years. He had a devoted 
staff of employes and his relationships with his suppliers 
made dealing with his firm a pleasure. Yet material success 
was the least of his accomplishments.

Russell Tims very evidently had a profound 
belief that the success of a free society depends in 
large measure on the willingness of every citizen 
to accept responsibility at the community level. 
Thus throngh the years he was a moving force for 
good in all matters dealing with the Arcadia Valley 
area and its improvement, That he had convictions, 
both political and religious, was also evident. Yet 
because he believed that freedom of belief and 
opinion are essential to democracy, he was always 
tolerant of those whose convictions differed from 
his own. Confined to his wheelchair, he still had 
a broad interest in the outside world.

@ THE QUALITY for which Russell Tims will be remem- 
bered longest, however, was his capacity for friendship. 
You'd walk into his store—it might be every day or once 
a week or only two or three times a year. From the wheel- 
chair beside his desk in a back corner, Russ would wave a 
s beckoning arm. “Come here and sit down,” he’d say. 
, “Let me have the girls bring a cup of coffee or a malted. 
And how are things out at Possum Trot? How are. the 
pastures and the cattle? Are Mike and Chipper getting 
along all right? Is Ginnie in town with you?” 

Never a word about Russell Tims and his affairs. Always 
eoncern and interest about how things were coming along 
for you. . If you’d come in worrying about your troubles, 
you left with the courage to go out and face them, having. 
sat with a man who had more courage than you might ever 
need. If you’d come in proud and confident, you left with 
a feeling of humility; but always with that warm feeling: 
“Russell Tims is my friend.” Could anyone ask for a finer 
epitaph at the end of life than that?

LONDON, July 25 (INS) 


HE man millions of British- 

ers now believe Princess 

Margaret eventually will 
marry has come a long way 
since he piloted a fighter plane 
in World War II. 


Gfoup Captain Peter Wool- 
dridge Townsend, son of an army 
officer, member of an upper 
middle class but not wealthy 
family, war-time flying ace, 
courtier par excellence, finds 
himself at 38 the most talked 
about man in Britain. 

This tall, dark, blue-eyed and 
exceedingly personable man who 
a few brief weeks ago was un- 
known to most Britons and the 
world at large, today is getting 
more publicity than Queen Eliza- 
beth’s husband, Prince Philip, 
and his name is almost as fa- 
miliar. 


“Every scrap of information 
about him is being avidly 
gleaned, read and gossiped 
about. And from it all emerges 
the very plain fact that Peter 
Townsend is the sort of man 
women rave about. 


Women talk about him in 
superlatives; men with admira- 
tion and respect because of his 
dazzling war record, his im- 
mense charm, and his intelli- 
gence and ambition. 


Even the die-hards, who froth 
at the mouth at the mere sug- 
gestion a British Royal Princess 
might marry a divorced com- 
moner, admit that Townsend is 
“a damned likeable chap.” 


Townsend was born in Ran- 
goon, Burma, in November 1914. 
His father was the late Lt.-Col. 
E. C. Townsend, army officer 
and member of the Indian civil 
service. His mother, Mrs. Gladys 
Townsend, is still living and has 
a cottage in the village of Sto- 
gumber, in Somerset, the Eng- 
lish county where the Townsend 
family has most of its roots. 


Of Townsend’s three brothers 
and three sisters, one brother is 
a lieutenant-colonel in a British 
rifle regiment, while a sister 
married Arthur Gaitskell, broth- 
er of former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Hugh Gaitskell. 


Peter went to Haileybury, one 
of the top 10 English schools, 
and his education was continued 
at the Royal Air Force College 
at Cranwell, where he was com- 
missioned as an officer in 1935. 
He was immediately posted 
abroad and served for a year in 
Singapore, among other places, 
before returning to England in 
time for the outbreak of war 
between England and Germany 
in 1939, and to promotion as a 
flight lieutenant, piloting a 
fighter plane. 


A pilot of outstanding ability 
and resourcefulness, Townsend 
was in the thick of the famed 
battle of Britain in 1940, when 
a puny British Air Force fought 
off Hitler’s gigantic Luftwaffe. 
He was awarded the Distinguish- 
ed Flying Cross, and the citation 
recorded that Townsend “dis- 
played qualities of leadership, 
skill and determination of the 
highest order, with little regard 
for his own safety.”

HAT same year, he was pro- 

moted to squadron leader 

and in one epic air battle led 
his squadron of 18 planes against 
250 German machines, person- 
ally shot down three enemy 
ships, and was awarded a bar 
to his earlier decoration. 

Then, in 1941, Townsend was 
awarded the coveted Distin- 
guished Service Order for ‘‘out- 
standing powers of leadership 
and organization . - he has 
destroyed at least eleven enemy 
aircraft.” 


Like many other young war- 
time pilots, he chose the years 
of greatest danger to marry. 
In July 1941 he knelt at the 
altar in the village church of 
Much Madhan, in Hertford 
county, with the beautiful Rose- 
mary Pawle. It was a love 
match. There were two sons of 
that marriage, Giles and Hugo. 
King George VI was godfather

to Hugo, who also was given the 
name of George. 

Townsend returned to his 
dangerous job of leading a fight- 
er squadron after his marriage, 
but he successfully survived his 
many missions and was adding 
further luster to his reputation 
when in 1944 he _ was pitch- 
forked into the lushness and 
glitter of life in the British 
royal court. 

It was the turning point of his 
career and from then on his 
climb up the ladder of social 
and personal success was to be 
a very rapid one. He had much 
to help him. A young, talented 
and beautiful wife, a craggy, 
good - looking charm, a rich 
drawling voice, easy manner, 
tremendous vitality and above 
all colossal self-assurance, 

Townsend was loaned to King 
George VI as equerry for a maxi- 
mum of three years. It was the 
measure. of his success as a 
courtier that he stayed in the 
royal service for nine years, and 
possibly would have remained 
there for life but for the pub- 
licity linking his name roman- 
tically with Princess Margaret. 


Townsend was selected by the 
Air Ministry to fill the coveted 
position of “equerry of honor,” 
under the system set up by 
George VI to recognize outstand- 
ing young officers of the British 
armed services. The king used 


‘to say that he “never had a bet- 


ter youngster” around him than 
Townsend. 


Townsend and his beautiful 
young wife moved into one of 
the so-called “grace and favor” 
rent-free homes in Windsor Cas- 
tle grounds, named Adelaide cot- 
tage. Their intimate, informal 
cocktail parties in their small 
home were graced by members 
of the royal family, including the 
present Queen Elizabeth and her 
husband, Prince Philip. 


The women of the royal family 
in particular were attracted to 
the delightful Townsend home, 
with its informality and absence 
of starchiness. And Townsend 
rapidly became a great favorite 
of all the members of the royal 
family, particularly of Queen 
Mother Elizabeth. 

Townsend’s friendship with 
Princess Margaret was a natural 
and inevitable one. He watched 
her grow up from teen-age girl- 
hood into womanhood. She ob- 
viously admired his handsome 
looks, his scintillating conversa- 
tion, his “man of the world” air, 


and his war record as an aviator. 


Pretty soon Townsend was ap- 
pointed Deputy Master of 
George VI's royal household, 
and prior to the royal family’s 
official visit to South Africa in 
1947 he was -sent out to advise 
the South African Government 
on protocol. He went again to 
South Africa with the King and 
Queen, and with the Princesses 
Elizabeth and Margaret, for the 
official tour. 

Townsend grew greatly in 
favor and esteem with the royal 
family on that trip. He became 
warm friends with both the 
normally shy royal princesses. 
But he scored his greatest suc- 
cess with George VI, who dis- 
covered in him a fine raconteur, 
a grand shot, and a man willing 
to yarn with him for hours 
about guns, dogs, flying, and 
other he-man pursuits.

ACK in England, Townsend 
Bevent more and more time on 

his royal duties, went every- 
where with the royal family, 
and became one of their most 
trusted “front” men. When the 
royal family went on vacation, 
to Balmoral Castle in Scotland 
for example, it was Townsend 
who inevitably was chosen as 
companion. 


Townsend was “amongst 
those present” when Princess 
Margaret celebrated her twenty- 
first birthday, was at Balmoral 
that same year and went riding 
almost daily with Margaret. His 
duties in the household, and his 
comparative youth, made him 
her inevitable companion.They 
rode together, attended horse 
shows, and he escorted her when 
she dined out or danced. A fine 
dancer, he was often seen on the 
dance floor with the young 
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princess, at supper tables with 
her as she spread her wings. 


And because he was a born 
pilot and his enthusiasm about 
flying was infectious, Princess 
Margaret made him her personal 
pilot when she entered planes 
in the King’s Cup air races of 
1949 and 1950. 

It was small wonder that 
Townsend was being described 
as “one of the ablest men in the 
royal household,” was given 
royal recognition by being 
awarded a Commandership of 
the Royal Victoria Order, the 
Sovereign’s personal order. 

But there was a cloud on the 
horizon, affecting his personal 
life. In December 1952, the 
British mewspapers discreetly 
published the news that he had 
secured a divorce from his wife 
on the grounds of misconduct. 
And for the first time whispers 
began to be circulated that Prin- 
cess Margaret was in love with 
the handsome aviator. . It was 
significant that those who most 
assiduously spread the talk of 
a romance were the youngsters 
in Margaret's own set. 


Townsend's. promotion to 
group captain in the Royal Air 
Force early this year almost 
coincided with his wife’s mar- 
riage to John de Laszlo, the man 
named in Capt. Townsend's di- 
vorce action. 


It also coincided with inspired 
reports from the court that 
Townsend was in line for’ an- 
other promotion—to the post of 
comptroller of the household of 
the Queen Mother, Queen Eliza- 
beth, when she moved from 
Buckingham Palace to Clarence 
House, her new London home. 


Meanwhile, the gossip about 
a romance between Princess 
Margaret and Townsend grew 
larger and spread beyond Lon-

don. It had been announced 
that he would accompany Queen 
Mether Elizabeth and Princess 
Margaret on their official visit 
to Rhodesia, for the Cecil 
Rhodes ceremony. But one week 
before he was due to leave for 
Rhodesia, it was announced from 
the palace that Townsend would 
accompany Queen Elizabeth and 
her husband, Prince Philip, to 
Belfast, in attendance on them 
on their official visit connected 
with the Queen’s coronation 
year tours. 

Then, while he was still in 
Belfast and while the Queen 
Mother and Princess Margaret 
were in Rhodesia, there came 
the stunning news that Town- 
send had been appointed air 
attache in the British Embassy 
at Brussels, would leave for 
Brussels prior to Margaret’s re- 
turn to England, and would be 
absent from England for prob- 
ably two years. 

Buckingham Palace said Town- 
send would have the honorary 
title of extra equerry to the 
Queen, a rank usually bestowed 
on equerries when they retire 
from the royal service, a formal 
acknowledgment of his past 
services and carrying no duties. 


The news of these swift 
changes burst like a thunder- 
clap on Princess Margaret’s set 
and on the court, and eventually 
upon the British public as the 


, British newspapers began more - 


and more to publicize the re- 
ports of the alleged romance. 
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N Rhodesia, Princess Marga- 
| ret went about with a glum 

face for a time, then seemed 
to snap out of it a few days be- 
fore she headed home. Town- 
send cleared his things from his 
quarters at the palace and 
turned to his job in Brussels, 
but remained completely silent 
although pressed to make a 
statement. 


The Air Ministry, drawn into 
the controversy against its will, 
sourly commented that Town- 
send’s appointment was “a nor- 
mal procedure after promotion.” 
The ministry failed however to 
point out that the Brussels post 
of air attache earlier had been 
declared unlikely to be filled 
after the end of the tour of duty 
of Townsend’s predecessor. Or 
that Townsend's experience asa 
flyer was unlikely to be of much 
use in the Brussels embassy. 


And so the British public 
drew its own conclusion and 
felt there must be one of three 
probable explanations: (1) that 
Townsend was being “exiled,” 
(2) that he was being sent away 
while the way was being con- 
stitutionally smoothed for Prin- 
cess Margaret to marry him, or 
(3) that he himself had asked 
for return to active duty abroad 
in order to silence gossip. 


No. 2 apparently turned out 
to be the right explanation. As 
the Regency Act now stands, 
Princess Margaret would be- 
come regent if the Queen dies 
before Prince Charles, 4, is able 
to take the throne. The revised 
act, it is expected, would pro- 
vide that the Queen’s husband, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, instead 
of Margaret would become 
regent until Prince Charles 
could succeed to the throne. 

Thus some of the heat will be 
taken off Margaret in her de- 
sire to follow the dictates of 
her own heart.

OTH the senior Blairs came 

from sMall-town backgrounds. 

The Judge was the son of a 
doctor at Osborn, Mo., and Mrs. 
Blair, who was Grace Ray, lived 
in Maysville, 10 miles away. 
Blair graduated from the law 
school of Cumberland Univer- 
sity in Lebanon, Tenn., and came 
back to Missouri to practice 
law. The damily lived in Spring- 
field for a while, and Blair 
spent two sessions around the 
turn of the century in the Leg- 
islature, 

They came to Jefferson City 
43 years ago when Blair be- 
came assistant attorney general 
to Elliott Major. When the Su- 
preme Court Commission was 
created, he was appointed to it, 
and later became a Supreme 
Court Judge. He resigned from 
the bench in 1924, and died dur- 
ing World War II. 

While the boys grew up in an 
atmosphere of politics, they were 
allowed to make up their own 
minds as to their careers. 

“I think a child should have a 
hearing and be allowed to.try 
out whatehe wants to'do unless 
it hurts his health or his 
morals,” Mrs. Blair contends. 
“If the children wanted to try a 
project, they were permitted to 
do so. If they failed, they were 
smart enough to learn something 
from their mistakes.” 

Raising a family of five wasn't 
without its bad moments, she 
admits. 

“Children, and_ especially 
boys, arrive at the stage where 
they think mother is a good 
woman but she doesn’t know 
much about life,” she says. 
“Those are the years they are 
going over Fool's Hill and you 
hope and pray they come down 
on the right side.” 


Discipline in the Blair house- 
hold was strict in that the boys 
had certain chores and respon- 
sibilities, but it was not grim. 

“We had a long stairway and 
on the landing was a picture of 
Napoleon,” Mrs. Blair regalls 
with a smile. “Under the pic- 
ture was a sign, ‘This man did 
things without talking.’ When- 
ever there was back talk or too 
much talk, we’d make the chil- 
dren stand there. Eventually,

The Blair boys worked during 
the summer months, driving 
trucks, working on the highway, 
and otherwise conditioning 
themselves -for school football 
and for a lifetime of meeting 
people.

Governor. 

Sam worked for a law firm, 
then in the district attorney’s 
office in Jefferson City.

Like Jim, 
he served with the Army in Eu- 
rope during the war.

In First Account Ever Published 
Of B-47 Jet Atom-Bombing Flight 


Under Simulated 


War Conditions 


This is the first of two articles, condensed by special 
arrangement from the current Reader’s Digest, giving for 
the first time a full, dramatic description of a typical 
atomic bomb mission, under simulated war conditions, as 
carried out by the United States Air Force’s B-47, the 
fastest jet bomber in the world.

Strategic Air Command base 


in the Midwest just at dusk was clearly in trouble. One 
engine was dead. Smoke trailed behind the other. The land- 
ing gear was lowered. Ordinarily, Air Force runways are for- 
bidden to commercial aircraft, but this pilot was desperately 
asking the base control tower for emergency-landing permission. 
Observers held their breath until the crippled plane rolled 
safely along a giant bomber runway to a stop. The usual “Follow 
Me™ jeep appeared, and the plane taxied awkwardly behind it

to the hangars. Its door opened. 

Then came an astounding sur- 
prise. 

Out of the plane swarmed a 
line of men, all dressed identi- 
cally in dark-brown overalls, all 
carrying submachine guns. The 
base rescue squads, ready with 
fire extinguishers, found them- 
selves staring into the muzzles. 
As hands went up, minds were 
already figuring furiously on 
how to spread the alarm. This 
might be It. This could be the 
start of World War III. 

Out on the flight line were 
massed the secret atom bombers, 
too enormous to be secured in 
hangars. In minutes, enemy sab- 
otage might damage the combat 
readiness on which the safety of 
the nation is dependent, might 
take from us the only power 
that could reach and destroy the 
aggressor. 

Then came a second surprise. 
Around the ends of the airliner 
dashed two of Strategic Air 
Command's armed squads, alert- 
ed by watchful personnel before 
the plane landed. Their weapons 
converged on the brown overalls 
from either side. A voice roared, 
“Throw down those guns!” Sub- 
machine guns clattered to the 
concrete. Alarm sirens sounded 
all over the base. Figures pelted 
to emergency stations. Guards 
ranged beside the planes. 

Cordons of armed men 
snapped tight around the entire 
base. Passersby were ordered to 
lie flat on the ground and stay 
there. Base personnel covered all 
entrances to Headquarters. Staff 
officers drew the sidearms they 
always wear. No one was fooling. 
In a few minutes, the base had 
become the most hazardous spot 
in the United States in which a 
stranger could set foot.

Strategic Air Command (SAC) 
security officers, to check base 
defenses against the sort of sab- 
otage that might précede an 
atomic attack on our country.

crews. Never has so much been 
demanded, both physical and in- 
tellectual, of fighting men in 
peacetime. Their lives are some- 
thing new in military history. 
Dwelling amid a people at 
peace, they are forever on a 
basis of war. They stand guard 
for all of us 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year, ready to obey a 
flash from the White House that 
might order them to retaliate 
against an aggressor before the 
United States could be de- 
stroyed, 

Their average age is 29, but 
theirs are not the eyes of young 
men. Graying hair and nervous 
exhaustion are common among 
them from grueling hours spent 
eight miles above the earth, 
shadowed by the knowledge that 
they handle the most terrible 
destructive power in the world. 

Every atom-bomber crew is 


handpicked, Each has its own 
plane, its individual targets in 
case of war, and its infinitely 
rehearsed flight plan to reach 
enemy territory. There are no 
duplicate crews; the men must 
maintain concert-pitch perform- 
ance by incessant practice mis- 
sions to the earth’s ends—the 
Far East, Africa, Europe, the 
Pole, the Equator. In addition, 
there is scarcely a night when 
crews do not curve out to sea 
from this country and return to 
“strike” some city picked for its 
resemblance to an actual war 
target. While we sleep, they 
fly over our homes, but too high 
to be seen or heard. Flights 
are made under battle condi- 
tions which omit only two items: 
there is no shooting and the 
bomb bays contain dummy 
bombs,

HIS article, and the one that 

follows tomorrow, presents 

for the first time, a full de- 
scription of one of these typical 
simulated war missions as car- 
ried out in SAC’s latest opera- 
tional bomber, the swept-wing, 
50,000 h.p. B-47, the fastest jet 
bomber in the world, the plane 
that has crossed the continent 
in three hours and 46 minutes. 
It is the bomber on which we 
are placing our biggest bet for 
war prevéntion and national 
survival. It is also the hardest 
on the crews. Large as the big- 
gest airliner, it is so crammed 
with fuel and electronic gadgets 
that there is room for only three 
men, who can never rest or 
move from their seats. 

It is 12 noon. The scene is a 
map-lined room where, with the 
concentration of people watch- 
ing a high-wire act, an atom- 
bomber crew is listening to the 
Briefing Officer. It is a lead, 
or “select,” crew, each man the 
product of years of special train- 
ing. In the event of war, this 
crew would strike the first 
counterblow. 

The briefing is conducted un- 
der such realistic conditions 
that a layman, listening to it, 
feels a creepy premonition of 
doom. No city will be wiped 
out, no population extinguished, 
but the steady voice of the 
Briefing Officer, tolling out the 
routine details of annihilation, 
stirs up the panicky realization 
that this might be the real thing. 
It could be happening. For the

first time, an onlooker fathoms 
the responsibilities these men 
shoulder. 


Briefing lasts three hours. 
Some 20 experts have been 
working all night to lay out the 
flight plan. The mission re- 
quires more than twice the fuel 
capacity of the plane, and two 
intricately planned rendezvous 
with flying tankers are involved, 
the first by night. \, 


At last the crew moves out to 
the plane, which the ground 
maintenance men have been 
overhauling since dawn. The 
skipper is handed a list like a 
store inventory—some 600 items 
which the crew itself must check 
before take-off, two straight 
hours of meticulous work. The 
sing-song litany begins — nose 
wheel, check, main gear, check. 
The plane towers above the lit- 
tle men, a shimmering, brooding 
engine of destruction as stream- 
lined as an arrow, dangerous, 
difficult, crammed with tons of 
secret equipment. 


Take-off has been set for 
6 p.m. It is now 5:30 and the 
crew members are ready to be 
helped into their gear. The air- 
craft commander is a lieutenant 
colonel, aged 32, a veteran of 
World War II; the co-pilot a 
major, 29, also a veteran; the 
navigator—held by the pilots to 
be the most important man in 
the ship—is also a major, 27. 
Among them, they represent a 
total of 27 years of service in 
the Air Force, 10 rows of com- 
bat ribbons and enough scien- 
tific training to start a college. 


Right now they look like a 
cross between deep-sea divers 
and space cadets—glass-fronted 
steel helmets, skin-tight decom- 
pression suits, survival packs, 
parachutes; a maze of tubes and 
electric leads crisscross their 
bodies. 

5:50. They stand for a mo- 
ment under the plane, facing 
the long line of briefing experts, 
squadron officers and ground 
crews who have prepared their 
take-off. The ratio between 
ground and air personnel seems 


disproportionate until one re- 
members that these three men 
control approximately the same 
destructive power that required 
11,000 men in 1000 B-17 Flying 
Fortresses in World War II. 

5:52. They climb up the verti- 
cal ladder into the cabin. There 
is just room under the canopy 
for the steel seats of the pilot 
and co-pilot, one behind the 
other; the navigator writhes his 
way into a crowded wirtdowless 
dungeon in the nose, where he 
must stay throughout the mis- 
sion, working out fantastically 
intricate computations in soli- 
tary confinement. 

The men strap themselves into 
their seats, plug in their oxygen, 
air and electric lines. The door 
slams, sealing them off from the 
normal world. They start their 
six engines and taxi out imme- 
diately, for not a gallon of the 
precious fuel must be wasted. 
The control tower has been 
warned and the runway is 
cleared. 

5:58. The plane reaches the 
runway. Brakes are locked. Then 
comes the ear-splitting impact 
of 50,000 hp. as the engines are 
tested wide open. The exhaust- 
gas temperatures hit 1500 de- 
grees F., the white-hot turbines 
turn at 7000 r.p.m. The whole 
base shakes. The pilot throttles 
back. 

5:59. The pilot must hit take- 
off precisely on the nose, for 
the whole complex flight plan, 
the fuel consumption, the re- 
fueling rendezvous in empty 
space 3000 miles away depends 
on exact timing.

66 OWER from Air Force 
jet number 123! Permis- 
sion for immediate take- 

off. (The prefix “jet” insures 

priority). 

“Air Force jet 123, cleared for 
take-off!” 

The metal monster gets going 
groggily, lumbering along the 
concrete, trailing six tunnels of 
smoke. 

“Co-pilot to pilot. Max refusal 
speed 125 knots.” (This is the 
point-of-no-return after which 
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there can Le no slamming on of 
brakes; the plane is committed 
to fly or crash.) “Coming, com- 
ing—now!” The plane is still 
heavy on the ground. 

“Co-pilot to pilot. Take-off 
speed 145. ... Speed now 130 
oe - 10... 148%" The pilots 
teeth are clamped tight. The 
last seconds of a jet take-off re- 
quire exquisite judgment. Haul 
back on the yoke a fraction too 
fast and the thing will stall; a 
fraction too slow and it will 
over-shoot the runway. The pen- 
alty in either case may be a 
flaming wreck and no chance to 
get out.

UMBER 123 leaves the con- 
Nerete with reluctance. The 

landing gear comes up. The 
pilots, working as one man, 
flick expert fingers over the 
crowded mass of controls. .. . 
Flaps up. ... Air speed 300. 
- . » Trim for climb. 

At 40,000 feet they level off. 
With a strong tail wind, speed is 
nearly 600 m.p.h. There is no 
sound — the engine roar can’t 
catch up. There is no sense of 
speed, no vibration whatever. 
The outside temperature is 60 
below zero. 


The sky is clear and very dark 
blue. There is an appalling real- 
ization of solitude. Even the 
clouds that cover the-earth are 
so far below that they are noth- 
ing but a dim haze. This is the 
troposphere, the lifeless, hostile 
void, swept by great winds, 
which is the realm of modern 
air power. It is man’s latest 
frontier, where exposure means 
death in 30 seconds and wings 
find support only if driven at 
enormous speed. 

Each man is already busy with 
his constant companion—a slide 
rule. The experts who produced 
their Flight Plan have defined 
heights, courses, speeds for each 
leg of the mission, have plotted 
the storms, predicted the winds, 
fixed the latitudes and longi- 
tudes at which the flying tank- 
ers will be waiting with fresh 
fuel, specified the top-secret 
codes that will pass them through 
the last rings of friendly radar 
and fighter defenses. The navi- 
gator is already glued to his 
radarscope, tracking their true 
speed across an earth that can 
be seen through the clouds only 
by electronics, 


Just now, the crew is bracing 
itself for a slice of unpleasant- 
ness. The air is utterly without 
turbulence, but they know from 
experience that a rough deal is 
coming up. They have not long 
to wait. Abruptly, a violent shud- 
der vibrates through the plane. 
The instruments dance and blur. 
In almost the same breath, three 
voices chant: 

“Here’s Coffin Corner!” 

Coffin Corner is a strange new 
phenomenon of very high speed 
at great altitude. On the way up 
here the B-47 was too heavily 
loaded to achieve extreme speed. 
Now it has burned just enough 
fuel to make it slightly lighter, 


and this has increased the 
speed, which in turn is causing 
a severe pitching and buffeting. 
The bomber is now on the out- 
skirts of the fateful “sound bar- 
rier,” the invisible wall which 
buffets a plane with sledge- 
hammer blows when the air- 
flow over any part of it touches 
the speed of sound. 

Instantly, the pilot eases the 
throttles. The speed falls back 
from 610 to around 590; but there 
he encounters an equally dan- 
gerous problem — the plane 
threatens to stall, and go out 
of control. The pilot feels his 
way back to 595, the hairline 
middle course that means safety. 
The margin is very narrow; too 
fast, and buffeting may build 
up and injure the structure; too 
slow, and the plane will be- 
come an uncontrollable mass of 
metal. 

It takes a sweating, urgent 
hour of delicate playing with 
the throttles to keep the bal- 
ance. Then more fuel has been 
burned, and Coffin Corner is 
behind them.

NCE more the cabin is 
steady, filled with eerie 


soundlessness broken only 
by the rasp of oxygen inhala- 
tions. The first wave of fatigue 
hits the crew. They have already 
been at work seven hours, most 
of it the exacting preflight prep- 
arations. Each man begins the 
first of a thousand writhings, 
pickings and fidgetings against 
the tight-strapped equipment 
that constricts his body and 
frays his nerves. As the hours 
go by, these irritations will 
build up into a major hazard of 
the flight. 

At first glance, a man’s cloth- 
ing seems a small matter com- 
pared with the big job of flying 
an atom bomber at ten miles a 
minute for 15 hours; but how 
would you like to spend those 
15 hours strapped into a steel 
seat adorned as follows? 

ITEM, a steel, glass-fronted 
helmet. At 40,000 feet the first 
rule is BYOO—Bring Your Own 
Oxygen—and this “brain bas- 
ket” is piped to an ample sup- 
ply. You can’t do without it, 
but you can’t scratch your ear 
either, or rub your eyes, or blow 
your nose. 

ITEM, an unyielding nylon- 
anid-rubber skin that fits tightly 
to every part of your body. It 
is designed to save you from 
explosive decompression. The 
cabin is pressurized, but if the 
system fails or a bullet pierces 
the walls, the compressed air 
will burst out like an explosion; 
but it can’t escape so quickly 
from you. Without this pressure 
suit your eyes would be forced 
from their sockets, your ear- 
drums would rupture, your skin 
would bleed, and your intestines 
would balloon up to nine times 
normal size and might burst 
while you were writhing in 
agony. The suit is piped to com- 
pressed-air bottles which will in- 
flate it, fill the helmet and hold 
you together until your insides 
adjust themselves. Meanwhile, 
it is chafing every square inch 
of your body. 

ITEM, a survival pack which 
is yours to sit on without budg- 
ing. It is strapped tight to your 
thighs, and is stuffed with food, 
maps, fishhooks, an ax, a fold- 
ing shotgun and other items 
which would enable you to sur- 
vive in a wilderness, or perhaps 
march out of an enemy country. 

Last of all is the parachute. 
Normally, this is man’s best 
friend in case of trouble, but 
hardly in this plane. No one 
has yet succeeded in escaping 
from a B-47; the mass of equip- 
ment, the narrow passages, the 
tremendous rush of air beating 
on the polished, bulletlike body 
prevent it. (It will be better 
soon—they are going to put in 
an ejection device that will blow 
a man out of the plane like a 
shell.) ‘ 

But even if a man gets out, 
new perils are waiting. At 40,- 
000 feet, his initial air speed 
will be 280 miles an hour, and 
if he attempts to pull the ring, 
the wrench of the chute as it 
snapped open would break every 
bone in his body; moreover, it 
would take 28 minutes to float 
down, and he would die after 
the first minute from lack of 
oxygen. To get down alive from 
this altitude a man must fall 


free for five miles—until the | 


thicker air around 15,000 feet 
slows him down sufficiently for 
the chute to open with safety. 

The crew curses every one of 
these items fluently and continu- 
ously. For the first few hours 
the discomfort is bearable; after 
that it takes on the drop-by- 
drop character of the Chinese 
water torture.

Dear Martha: 

AM the mother of four small children. I have never 
believed in divorce where children were involved but 
have almost concluded that it’s the only solution to a 

cituation such as this. My husband doesn’t seem to care 
anything for any of us. He 
spends all of his free time 
drinking and much more 
money than we can afford. 
He is often gone over- 
night and sometimes for 
several days. I have to 
make excuses to his boss 
when he misses work, tell 
him he’s sick or I'm sick 
or some other fabrication. 
He comes home drunk in 
front of the children, uses 
filthy language and sets a 
bad example in every way. 
I don’t know what to do. 
I've tried to be patient, 
and pleaded with him, but 
the situation has grown 
worse. Now it has come 
to the place where I can’t 
pay the bills with the 
amount he gives me.

Where can I go for help? 


You are right in trying to keep your home together 
regardless of the obstacles to your personal happiness and 
for the sake of the children. But it isn’t fair to them to 
let this tawdry situation go on and permit your husband 
to destroy any sense of decency and refinement you have 
tried to create and encourage in them. Your desire jo 
make excuses for him is natural, but the more you do 50, 
the more he will depend on you to get him out of situations 
he himself is unwilling to face. Let him know right now 
that he alone must shoulder the responsibility for his own 
callousness and complete disregard for his family’s welfare. 
But meanwhile, you are in serious need of professional 
counseling and I would like to suggest that you take your 
problems either to a clergyman or to a community agency.

She can be real 
sweet if she’s trying to make an impression on someone, 
but others she just wipes her feet on. I know you will 
say you don’t feel a bit sorry for me to let a child dominate 


me and get me to the point where life has lost its meaning, ' 


We are a very happy family. What can I do? My husband 
has threatened to give her a whipping if she doesn’t change. 
WORRIED MOTHER. 


Her attitude of bickering and fault-finding seems 
especially strange in a happy family situation. Could it be 
that even though her material wants are satisfied, she has 
been made to feel inferior? Is she included in family 
conferences, or does she feel that she is the subject of 
discussion by others? Have you perhaps done too much for 
her by taking her and her friends “everywhere she wants 
to go?” I cannot analyze her behavior, of course, but I 
hope these questions and this quotation from “Emotional 
Problems of Growing Up,” by English and Finch, will help: 
“Teen-agers may act brash, cocky, over-confident, may 
seem to shrug off adult advice and be indifferent to adult 
approval. But the adolescent is really hungry for approval 
from the adult world. Sometimes we withhold this approval 
except when they do something pleasing to us or act in 
very adult ways. But every youngster needs to fee] that 
he is acceptable and loved for just being what he is. The 
child who acts anti-socially, who is ridden with fears and 
anxiety, is most in need of assurances that he is loved and 
respected as a person in his own right.” And let me add 
that a whipping is not the answer.

EALIZING that no bulky hat

Wednesday the 
committee unanimously adopted a motion concluding the Bishop 
had no connection with the Communist part oy The motion was 
offered by Democratic Re pooouiaties Clyde Doyle of California, 
seconded by Republican esentative Donald L. Jackson, also 
of California. Jackson last March aroused the Bishop's ire by say- 
ing on the House floor that the churchman “works for the Lord on 
Sunday and for the Communist fronts the rest of the week.”

Sheets of dough are cut in half lengthwise and 
rolled’ into long strips, being stretched carefully as they 
are rolled. Rolls are cut into one-inch pieces, which are 
placed in shallow baking pan close together, brushed 
with oil and sprinkled with sugar. Oven is preheated 15 
minutes and strudel is baked at 350 degrees for one hour. 

INGREDIENTS: Dough—six cups all-purpose flour, 
one teaspoon baking powder, one-half teaspoon baking 
soda, one-half teaspoon salt, one-half cup sugar, three- 
fourths cup salad oil, one and one-fourth cups warm 
water, two eggs. Filling—two pounds white raisins, two 
No. 2 cans crushed pineapple (drained), one-half pound 
shreddeds coconut, one pound chopped pecans, one 
pound maraschino cherries (drained), three lemons, three 
oranges, two cups matzoth cake meal, two cups , 
mixture of one teaspoon cinnamon and two cups p 
sugar. These amounts make approximately 250 pieces.

ROYT: It began, for me, around 9 a.m. in the wait- 
ing room of St. Anthony’s Hospital in Rock Island, 
on September 16th, a few minutes before the twins 
were born. Like any other father, I felt nervous and 
jittery, but there didn’t seem anything unusual. 


Would the Baby Be a Girl? 


E WERE living on a farm near South Moline. 
W saree liked St. Anthony’s in Rock Island 
because that’s where she had trained to be a 

nurse once. We had been married over five years and 
already had three children, all of them regular, normal 
kids—Linda, Ronnie and Rita Gean. 
@ In addition, Marge had had a boy, Steven, by a 
previous marriage to my dead brother, Philip. Rita 
Gean had died at 8 months, and we were hoping the 
baby would be a girl to take her place. 
@ Up until: almost the last minute, Marge’s doctor, 
Dr. Samuel P. Durr, thought there would be only one 
baby. There seemed to be only one heartbeat. 

When the time came, I took Marge to the hospital. 
It was 2 a.m. and I sat up with her in her room until 
they kicked me out about 6:30 a.m.

startled parents who heard a doctor say: "Your babies are Siamese twins!” 


“Is Marge all right?” I asked. He said, “Fine!” 

Then, as we were walking down the hall, he told 
me. “Royt, there are twins—but they’re joined at the 
head!” 

I think I was too surprised to be shocked. We just 
kept walking. I almost felt that it was something else, 
somebody else, he was talking about. It just didn’t 
register. Then we walked into the room. 

There were the twins—just lying there. They were 
on pads... and Dr. Durr said to me, “Well, Royt, did 
you ever see two little boys like that?” 

I remember asking him while we were standing 
there and studying the twins: “Doctor, can the boys 
be separated?” He said, “Royt, as far as I can tell 
now, I don’t think so. But at the same time, I couldn't 
be sure. I don’t think anybody could be sure.” 
MARGE: That night when I went to St. Anthony’s 
Hospital, I didn’t expect anything out of the ordinary. 
I thought it was going to be only one baby, but when 
they told me it would be twins, I was as happy as 
could be.-Then they put me to sleep. 

When I woke up, I was back in bed in my room. 
Royt was standing there by the bed, and he must 
have told me at least 15 times that we had twin boys. 
He said something about their being joined by the 
head. It took me a long time to grab exactly what 
he was saying. Then it finally registered. 

He meant Siamese twins! I knew about them. I 
had heard about a pair who were at the Davenport 
Fair. The first thing I thought about was getting my 
boys separated. Royt told me what the doctor had 
said. But I guess I really didn’t want to believe it. 
ROYT: We had got sort of used to taking things,

Then I 
went into the Medical Corps and served in Hawaii, 
Guadalcanal, New Britain, Leyte, Luzon and other 
South Pacific places.

‘‘We Fell in Love ...’’ 


NE OF the things that kept me going were 

O letters from my kid brother, Phil, and his new 
wife. They wrote that they had a baby named 

Steven. Then I got word my brother was sick. 
@ The last letter I got from him, he said: “If any- 
thing happens to me Royt, I leave Marjorie and 
Steven to you. Please take care of them.” 
@ When I got home, sick with malaria, I met her. 
“Nice to know you, Sis!” I said. I had always liked 
her as a sister-in-law through her letters. We just 
naturally fell in love and got married, April 7, 1946. 
We had our first tough time when young Rita Gean, 
our third child, died at eight months. 

That day in the hospital I kept wondering whether 
the good Lord was testing me to see whether I could 
live up to taking care of the twins. Or should they 
be put in a home. 

I looked at them lying there calm and peaceful, 

and I made up my mind I was going to take care of 
them—if they lived—the same as my other children, 
as long as we had a roof over our heads. 
MARGE: Around 8 or 9 the morning after the twins 
were born, the nurses brought them in for me to see. 
Just wheeled them in in a crib and put them right 
beside my bed. 

I sat up and looked at them. They just had diapers 
on. Their eyes were open, and they were wiggling 
around a little and being active. 

They were like ordinary babies—except for being 
joined at the head, they were as normal as could be. 
I wasn’t surprised at how they looked. I already had 
a picture in my mind how they'd look. I remember 
thinking how cute they were. 

Of course, I couldn't pick them up. But I just 
touched them and held their hands and played with 
their feet. One thing I felt bad about. I always had 
breast-fed my other babies. I couldn't with Rodney 
and Roger. . 

A whole lot of things kept happening from then on. 
I kept asking the doctor every day if he was seeing 
what could be done to separate them. If they couldn’t 
be separated, I was going to take them home and 
do the best we could. I wanted to be sure, first. After 
five days, I went home. The twins stayed behind. 
ROYT: When Marge came home, about all we talked 


about was the boys. At the hospital, dozens of people, 
including total strangers, had come to look at the 
twins. When Marge came home, there were hundreds 
of letters waiting for her and people kept calling up 
all day wanting to know about the twins. 

People had all kinds of crazy ideas how to sepa- 
rate them. One said to tie a silk string or rubber 
band between their heads and tighten it a little every 
day. Others wanted snap-shots. Some sent money, 
and the Davenport papers raised $2,500. 

But there just wasn’t much that people could do. 
There was only one big problem—to make up our 
own minds as to what to do with the boys. We visited 
them in the-hospital every day, asking the doctors.

MARGE: Suddenly, we began to hope. At the hos- 
pital, the doctors took X rays and heartbeats. They 
found the boys had two separate blood streams! 
Maybe they could be separated! 

Then things went dark again. The doctors heard 
heart murmers. It looked like the boys wouldn’t live 
over 3 or 4 months. 

Then, Dr. Durr told us there was one more test 
that could be made-sintroducing air in the brain to 
see if the heads could be separated. “Only,” he said, 
“I don’t think we could do it at St. Anthony’s—and 
we'd better wait till they’re a year old!” 

ROYT: We decided to take the boys home. We got 
two cribs. We figured we could saw out the slats 
and place them end to end (see photo). 

MARGE: When my Dad found out we were planning 
to wait a year—and the boys might not live that long 
—he suggested taking them to the University of IIli- 
nois Research & Educational Hospital in Chicago. He 
wrote them a letter and they wrote back to say to 
bring the twins in on October 31st, when they would 
be just six weeks old. The boys were still at St. An- 
thony’s until we made the trip. 

We prayed we were doing the right thing.

N THE morning of October 31st, 1951, the 
Brodies started out for Chicago, 180 miles 
away, in Marge’s father’s car. Marge and 
the nurses at St. Anthony’s bundled the 
twins in nightgowns and blankets. Marge 

sat in the back seat, feeding the twins their hospital 
formula food. Royt and Marge’s mother and father 
sat in the front seat. It was a 4'2 hour trip, with 
Marge holding two bottles at a time. 

ROYT: I never had so lonesome a trip, and it was 
even more lonesome on the way back. Were we 
doing right, or doing wrong? When we got to Chicago, 
newspaper reporters were waiting, but we got past 
them by going in the ambulance entrance. One of 
the nurses got an operating cart, and wheeled the 
twins up to the same room Rodney has now. We 
kissed the boys good-bye. We felt pretty bad. 
MARGE: Back home, we kept our promise to visit 
the twins every Sunday. We did, until the weather 
got bad, and then we went every other Sunday. Each 
time I went to visit them, I noticed the boys were 
getting bigger. 

I played with them and had fun with them and 
brought them rattles and things. I was surprised to 
see that they were different personalities. 

At birth, they weighed just 11 pounds, 12 ounces 
‘—combined, of course. Roger was 18 inches long, a 
quarter of an inch longer than Rodney. Roger grew 
faster, too. 

Then I noticed things like one would be asleep 
while the other was awake. Or one would be crying 
while the other was laughing. The doctors said that 
was a good sign. They were two different babies, 
all right. 


They Make Up Their Minds 


ROYT: Even then, the doctors weren't too awful sure 
they could separate them. They kept making tests, 
always phoning us first to tell us what it was they 
were trying to find out. 

When the babies were about seven months old, 
the doctors began to get ready to operate. The babies 
would have to have some protection over the tops 
of their heads. They transplanted skin to Rodney’s 
head and left it attached to see if it would grow. 
Roger was never well enough to have it done. 
MARGE: Around nine or ten months, the boys first’ 
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started to talk. I was as proud as any mother when 
they said, “Hi!” or “Mama” or “Dad-da” and “Doctor” 
and “Nurse” and “nighty-night.” And then, “What's 
this?” After awhile, they got so they could turn over 
by themselves, and rock back and forth together. 

They couldn’t see each other, of course, but once 

in a while the nurse would bring in a mirror and let 
them look. Once in a while, they’d even fight. They’d 
reach for each other’s ears, or try to pull toys away. 
Or they’d brace their legs against the crib and try 
to shove each other. They loved to play ball—by 
passing it back and forth. 
ROYT: The time for the operation was getting closer. 
We were finding out’ something else, too. Only one 
boy might live. They had only a single vein from the 
head. Both might die. 

If we had known definitely how it would turn out, 
we wouldn't have gone ahead. We'd have taken the 
boys home as they were. If it was to be one or the 
other, we didn’t want to have to decide which was 
to live. As long as they both had any chance for life, 
we wanted it. We heard that in two other operations 
like this, both babies had died. But they might die 
soon, anyway. There WAS hope. We decided to go 
ahead with the operation. 


MARGE: The doctors made the first operation on 


Rodney, still in hospital, is growi 
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November 26, 1952, over a year after we took the 
babies to Chicago. By then, I had little Barbata, who 
was five weeks old. 

The doctors let me take her to Chicago and stay 
in the corridor separating the two rooms the twins 
had. It took seven hours, with the news coming down 
from the operating room that the doctors were going 
ahead, and then that they couldn’t. (The membranes 
covering each head were fused together.—Ed.) Then 
the doctors stopped. We stayed up there a week, to 
be near the boys. 

ROYT: The doctors had to stop for more tests. Then, 
on December 17th, they went the rest of the way and 
separated the boys. It happened at 6:25 p.m. Then 
they brought them down about 8:30—and it was the 
first time I'd ever seen them in separate cribs! 
MARGE: What a thrill it was to see them! They 
were both alive! Rodney was awake, but Roger was 
sleeping. They were all tangled up with blood trans- 
fusion tubes, but they were alive! WE’D WON! 
MARGE: & ROYT: You know the rest. Roger never 
did wake up. He lived only about a month. We brought 
him home to the cemetery here, near Rita Gean. We're 
not bitter. The good Lord spared us Rodney. We're 
waiting to give him all the love we had saved up for 
Roger. He’s really two babies.

LL MARRIAGES are not made in 
heaven. Sometimes you have 
to walk up a flight to fall in 
love at first sight. 

To gather some facts on 
marriage brokers, we talked with a Mr. 
Anthony Wagner who is President of 
the “Exclusive Friendship Social Con- 
tact Center,” with main offices in New 
York and branches in Kew Gardens, 
L. I., St. Louis, -Boston and in Dussel- 
dorf, Germany. The New York office is 
in a building once occupied by Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr.’s father. They are 
very romantic offices, too. 


SECRETARY Elizabeth Dane sorts the day's 
mail. tt comes from all over the world. 


> In case you are looking for a 
husband or wife, here’s the way it 
works. You pay the broker $75, which 
is not officially accepted until you fill 
out a form and your references are 
checked. There are about 800 listings 
to choose from—including doctors, 
lawyers, engineers, UN personnel and 
quite a few interns who are seeking a 
spouse financially able to launch them 
in offices to which they would like to 
become accustomed. 

Several months ago, Wagner re- 


ceived a letter from a 44-year-old man, 


who claimed he’s related to the Queen 
of England. His picture shows that he 
is dark and handsome, has castles and 
an income of $2,000 per month. “He 
wanted us to find a wife for him,” 
Wagner recalled, “who is wealthy, 
beautiful and measures up to 34 other 
qualifications which he listed. We wrote 
to tell him that such a women doesn’t 
live and please lower his standards.” 


Really Blind 


OME girls—and men—don’t want it 
~ known that their hand-holding 

was arranged through a broker. 
In such cases, Wagner shows no pic- 
tures, reveals no names, until things 
are set. 

Generally, there’s no limit on the 

amount of time required to find your 
ideal mate. One client, a certified pub- 
lic accountant, dated 25 girls before he 
found one he wanted. (Being an ac- 
countant, I suppose he was careful 
about figures.) One of Wagner's 
Strangest clients is a millionaire who 
met and married two girls through the 
broker, divorced them and married a 
third. 
» Another member of the Center is a 
65-year-old retired gentleman who 
still has $50,000 in cash left to invest 
in Wall Street if he can find a woman 
equally well-heeled. He was married 
three times before—so he’s used to 
gambling. The youngest of the female 
clients are 22, the youngest swains, 24. 
Several of the latter are in the social 
register. 


Won’t Embarrass Him 


AGNER FEELS he is rendering a 

W rea service to men and women 
looking for lifetime companions. 

The “Exclusive Friendship Service 
Contact Center” is only one of many 
marriage brokers who thrive mainly in 
our bigger and consequently lonelier 
cities. Some other brokers charge a 
registration fee of $25 to $50 with a 
balance payable upon tying the knot. 
Exactly how much the total cost can 
come to depends entirely upon the in- 
come potentialities of the breadwinner, 
or how generous a dowry the bride-to- 
be has hidden away. One broker told 
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me that he was suing a client who 
agreed to pay a percentage of her 
husband’s income for the first year; 
only to discover that he’d only re- 
ceived his percentage on half the in- 
come. “I don’t know whether my claim 
will stand up in court,” the broker ad- 
mits, “but the good catch I hooked for 
this ugly girl is a dignified doctor and 
I think she'll pay up rather than em- 
barrass -him.” 

One of Cupid’s helpers estimated 
that he’s been responsible for some- 
thing like 12,000 marriages. ‘These 
nicely arranged marriages,” he com- 
mented, “last much longer than love 
affairs—people are more fickle about 
love than money!”’

He 
got more than 50 replies, nabbed the 
richest applicant, then paid for his 
honeymoon by selling the list of mar- 
riage proposers to other bachelors at 
$25 per rich widow. -
